DAMAGE BY STORM GREAT 


SLEET AND WIND CAUSE HEAVY 
-LOSS IN EAST. 


* 


Telegraph and Telephone Service of 

New York, Philadelphia, Washing- 
ton, and Other Cities Prostratea— 
Trains Delayed, Towns Left in 
Darkness, Stréet Car Traffic Sus- 
pended, and Trees in Parks Ruined 

—Five Killed in Quaker City. 


New York, Feb. 22.—The sleet storm that 
struck New York yesterday proved to be 
the most severe that has been experienced 
for several years. Telegraphic communica- 
tion was suspénded until this evening, when 
it was restored in part. The streets were 
made nearly impassable by slush, many of 
‘them~ presenting the appearance of rivers, 
the sewers being incapable of carrying off 
the overflow. Owing to the holiday, street 
car traffic was at a minimum. 

The greatest damage was sustained in 
Brooklyn, where scores of horses were killed 
by contact with live wires, which were 
everywhere prostrated. In Prospect Park 
and in many of the avenues trees were de- 
nuded of branches. The Brooklyn bridge 
presented a brilliant spectacle, being encased 
in. a glittering crystal coating. On Staten 
Island hardly a wire was left standing and 
traffic was everywhere suspended. 

More than 100 dead horses lay in the streets. 
Many of them dropped from exhaustion and 
— fell, breaking their legs, and were 
shot. 

The storm did more damage in the suburbs 
than in the city. The wind had full sweep, 
and in the towns and village# Vt eastern New 
Jersey; Long Island, and Westchester Coun- 
ty trolley and telephone service was: aban- 
doned and the ground is'‘strewed with broken 
wires and trees. — 


Wind, Adds to Damage. 


During the night the high wind played 
havoc with ice-coated trees, and wires and 
miles of electric light, telephone, and tele- 
graph wires’ were down. 

Between this city and Philadelphia tele- 
graph poles, carried down by the immense 
weight of sleet-burdened wires, caused a de- 
lay of one-to five hours in the passenger 
train service. The main trouble was in the 
district between Chester, Pa., and Trenton, 
N. J. At the first named. placed the tele- 
phone, telegraph, and electric light sys- 
tems were total wrecks, the town was in 
Garkness, and trains on the Philadelphia, 
Wilmington and Baltimore division were 
run without the aid of the telegraph.

Five persons have been killed as a result 
of the storm, two by falis, two by live wires, 
and one by exposure. 

The telegraph, telephone, and electric light 
companies are the worst sufferers.

SENATE TO DO BETTER YET. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 22.—[Special.]— 
After defying public opinion and the officially 
expressed récommendation of the President 
for the last six weeks, the majority mef€bers 
of the Ways and Means committee backed 
down completely today and agreed to recom- 
mend the adoption of a straightforward reci- 
procity measure. 

The resolution adopted by the Ways and 
Means committee this afternoon favors the 
adoption by the House of a bill providing 
for a reduction of 20 per cent on all goods 
imported into the United States from Cuba, 
provided that the government of Cuba shall 
make a similar reduction on goods from the 
United States, and shall make that reduc- 
tion exclusive to this country, in addition to 
passing immigration laws identical with 
those of the United States. 


‘Caucus Is to Decide. 


This resolution, as adopted by all the Re- 
publicans of. the Ways and Means commit- 
tee, eleven in number, including Mr. Hopkins 
of IlMnois, who has not been at his post since 
the committee took up this subject, is to be 
submitted to a caucus of the Republicans of 
the House, which will be held, it is believed, 
next Tuesday. 

There will be a lively fight at that caucus, 
of course, because.the Republicans from 
Michigan, California, Iowa, and some other 
States will figkt reciprocity. It is believed, 
however, in view of the unanimous position 
now taken by the Ways and Means commit- 
tee, the caucus will adopt the resolution 
agreed upon this afternoon. 

The committee has swept aside all plans 
for rebates, bounties, differential tariffs, and 
similar shady devices. They have come out 
for absolute reciprocity, and the action of 
the committee is, therefore, an extraordi- 


nary triumph, particularly for Mr. Long of ; 


Kansas, who took the ground, as did Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, that it was a question of 
securing for the farmers and manufacturers 
of the United States the absolute control of 
the whole Cuban market. ; 

Mr. Long’s proposition was for a~40 per 
eent reduction. The reciprocity scheme 
adopted by the committee provides for 20 


| per cent. When this measure is passed 


through the House, however, it will go to the 
Senate, which will amend the bill by making 
the concession about 5O per cent. The na- 
tural result of a Conference committee, of 
course, will be to split the difference, which 
would result in a concession of one-third of 
the rates now exacted under the Dingiey 


law. 


Step Toward Annexation. 


The resolution as adopted by the Ways and 
Means committee today, when finally’ en- 


acted into law and put into execution by. 


means of a treaty with Cuba, means a close 
commercial union between the United States 
and Cuba, which, of course, is the first and 
‘most natural step towards annexation. 

The reciprocity resolution provides that 
before the commercial union goes into effect 
the Cuban Congress shall enact a law prac- 
tically adopting the existing immigration 
statutes of the United States. This also is 
a step towards annexation. Itis done for the 
especial protection of American labor. The 
idea is to prevent the introduction into Cuba 
of Chinese or the undesirable elements from 
Europe. 


Some Delay Is Necessary. 


The resolution adopted by the Ways and 
Means committee today involves necessarily 
It contemplates action by the 
Cuban government as an independent re- 
public. The Presidential electors in Cuba 
meet on Monday. They will choose Estrada 
Palma as President and the organization of 
the Cuban Congress with the inauguration of 
the President will carry the institution of the 
Cuban republic up to about May 1. 

It is probable thérefore that the Cuban 
Congress will need some time in which to 
enact the necessary immigration laws and 
then the Cuban government will at once 
make a reciprocity treaty with the United 
States. 

The. delay, it-is said, will be more harmful 
to the farmers of the United States than 
to the planters of Cuba. As soon as reci- 
procity is determined upon by Congress the 
peices of sugar and tobacco in the fields of 
Cuba will be fixed at once and the planters 
can proceed accordingly. But until reci- 
procity goes into erfect the flour from Min- 
neapolis has to pay as much as that from 
Winnipeg, and the machinery from Pittsburg 
has to pay exactly the same rate as the iron- 
ware from Birmingham. 

The reciprocity resolution undoubtedly 
means that the United States is to have ab- 
solute control of the Cuban market on every 
commodity produced in this country. This 
means undoubtedly a trade of over $80,000,- 
000 a year. It is the exact reverse of the open 
door in China, and for this reason is an 
apparent forerunner of annexation. 


How Committee Surrendered. 


The surrender on the part of the rock- 
rooted protectionists on the Ways and 
Means committee was not accomplished sole- 
ly by the pressure of public opinion, although 
that had a large influence. Speaker Hender- 
son, it is understood, was one of the first to 
see a great light. The letter he wrote to hig 
constituents, first published in THE TRIBUNE, 
was expected by him to justify his position. 
He was astonished to find it copied in every 
paper in the East with a universal burst of 
indignation at the manner in which he had 
assailed the newspaper press of America. 
The Speaker was unprepared for such an 


‘outburst and speedily bowed his head to the 


storm. 

At the same time Chairman Payne of the 
Ways and Means committee began to turn 
toward a straight reciprocity provision. The

_ Arrest, Then Comes, Trouble. 

At 10 p. m. Walsh saw Michael Gleason, 
known to the neighborhood as “ Paddy the 
Pig,’’ coming from the alley in the rear of 
159 Huron street with a basket of groceries. 
Gleason was told to stop, but dropped the 
basket and ran. “Policernan Walsh caught 
him and marched him to>the’ patrol box at 
Erie and Franklin streets, where he sent a 
call for the police wagon. °A° number of 
people gathered about the policeman. Will- 
iam Maher ordered Walsh to turn Gleason 

** Turn him loose? Well, I guess not,” said 
Walsh, as he pushed Maher away. te 

Without -another word Maher’ drew a re- 
volver and fired twice at Walsh. Then he 
turned and ran west on Erie street. Ross, 
Smith, and-Murray, innocént spectators, 
were standing near and they’took charge of 
Gleason while the patrolman ran after Maher.

The West Park board and its methods 
ceived a scathing denunciation last evening 
et a mass-meeting of Twelfth Ward citizens 
to protest against the proposed bond issue. 

It was declared that a board that had per~ 
mitted pay roll stuffing and had used the 
parks for years as “a political asylumand 
nursery,’ wae unfit to have $1,000,000, of 
any other sum, at its disposal. The eradica- 
tion of the board was urged “ as one of the 
greatest evils ever existing in the commu- 
nity.’” 

The meeting was held in Ready’s Hall, 
California and Ogden avenues. James B, 
Debelka was chairman and J. McGrath Sec- 
retary. Speeches were made by former Al- 
derman Thomas McEnerny, Alderman Will 
jam Brennan, F. O. Cartér, Lawrence Ellis, 
and John J. Coburn. 


Resolutions Are Adopted. 

The following resolutions were adopted: 

“‘ Whereas, Written charges were pre= 
ferred with the Governor against this park 
beard shortly after his induction Into office 
of most serious nature, to-wit: 

“ That pay rolls were stuffed to the amount 
of 500 men for political gains, which fact was 


| substantiated, even by their own attorneys 


in court. 

“That it is a noted fact that the green 
and propagating houses are depleted of 
shrubbery and plants, the same being given 
or disposed of to their’ favored political ad- 
herents. 

“ That it has become a noted fact that this 
nefarious system has been in progress for 
several yéars and we have failed to see where 
one dollar has been expended for permanent 
improvement in the last fouryears. _ 


Nursery for Favored Few. 
“That it is a well known fact that the 
‘West Side park system has been used for a 
political asylum and e@ nursery for the 
favored few. , 
“* Resolved, That the citizens of the South- 
west Side do most emphatically protest 
against the proposed issue of $1,000,000 for 
small park bonds or any other sum that 
placed at the disposal of the Park 


board... . 

“That the sense of this meeting is that 
no further moneys or bonds should be issued 
to sustain the West Park system under its 


present management, and we call upon the 


West Town board to refuse to order any 
bonds to be issued by the West Park board. 

“That we have no confidence in the present 
Park board since its organization under the 
present Governor, and we call on the people 
of the West Side to help us to eradicate one 


}of the greatest evils ever existing in the 


community.”

EXTRA MEETING FOR COUNCIL. 


Appropriation Bill Will Not Be Ready 
Tomorrow and a Session May 
Be Held Friday. 


The appropriation bill will not be ready 
for the Council tomorrow night, and it will 
be asked that a specia] meeting be called for 
Friday evening for submission of the budget. 
When the Finance committee adjourned yes- 
terday its members faced a tentative total 
allowance of $11,000,000, or almost $2,000,000 
more than the amount of revenue expected 
for the current year. 

Contingent items will be entered tn num- 
ber ‘on the basis of a total assessable prop- 
erty valuation next fall of $450,000, If 
this is not realised, the various departments 
will have to slash expenditures to come with- 
in the revenues. Salaries and necessary 
maintenance ftems will be based on the 
valuation of $374,000,000 returned last year.

GUIDE OF TODAY 
His Life, ive Senator Bever- 


idge, is Full of Lessons 
‘forthe Present’ 


fore Vast Audience in 
Auditorium. 


Plaudits for the name and fame of Géorge 
Washington were mingled with cheers for 
the future of the nation. at the Auditorium 
yesterday afternoon. Four thousand patri- 
otic men and women filled the seats, crowded 
the aisles, packed the galleries, and thronged 
the foyer of the great home of music to par- 
ticipate in exercises commemorative of 
Washington’s birth, given under the susplogs 
of the Union League club. " 

The demonstration in Washington's honor 
was both reminiscent and prophetic. Senator 
Albert J. Beveridge of Indiana was the 
orator, and from the pages of history, be- 
ginning with the great colonial leader and 
first President, he drew material for the 
solution of impending* questions having todo 
with the future of the United States govern-. 


ment, 

President Robert Mather of the Union 
League club presided. ‘‘ It is well,’’ he said 
in opening, “for us to pause at least one 
day in the year and measure our work with 
that of our forefathers. What day could 
be more appropriate for this than the anni- 
versary of the birth of George Washington? 
We do well, therefore, on this occasion to 
question ourselves as to our part in the up- } 
building of the structure he established firm- 
ly on the imperishable rocks of time.” . 


Greeting for Senator Beveridge. 

The audience made the walls of the theater 
ring with patriotic songs, and then Senator 
Beveridge was introduced. He waited sev- 
eral minutes for the applause to subside, and 
then began his address on ‘“‘Conservatism, the 
Essential in American Policy.”’.

*‘ Let us then plant ourselves on the funda- 
mental certainties. And the first of these 
certainties is that not one single foot of soil 
over which American civil authority is es-. 
tablished will ever be abandoned. ‘ What 
we have, we hold! ’—this is the voice of our 
race, -People of our blood never leave land 
they have occupied. We are the executors 
of a-trust estate in Porto Rico, in Cuba, in 
the Philippines. That trust we will execute 
as thoroughly as Americans do everything.. 
And: so American government in the Philip- 
pines will be permanent. The American flag 
in Porto Rico will float there as long as the 
republic's government itself shall stand. 
American suzerainty over Cuba will remain. 

‘‘ Whatever the compelling cause, the fact 
exists, and the duty is-ours. Call it circum- 
stance, call it events, call it blunder, or call 
i¢ the decree of destiny—other peoples are 
our wards and we will not desert them. 
Their lands are our trust and we will not 


betray it.” 
_ Adopt Washington’s Spirit. 


Senator Beveridge concluded with a plea 
fo¥ patience and the womination of the 
American characteristic, *‘ adaptability.” 

“ We will go on,”’ he said, “‘ in the spirit of 
Washington practically, steadily, calmly, 
without prejudice and without fear. What- 
ever.the future may hold for the American 
people in internal development or foreign 
dominion, that future will be met with that 
thoughtful moderation which adapts means 
to ends. The conservatism of adaptability, 
the calmness of the appropriate, the patience 
necessary for the doing of the work in hand 
whatever that work may be—these are the 
saving influences which will govern Ameri- 
can action now and hereafter. The discipline 
of the day's .work, the balanced judgmen 
that accomplishes real things, the sfeady 
sanity essential to the settlement of actual 
‘situatione—these are the counselors which 
now and henceforth the American people 
will consult.

Her successor, 
King James, and ail the other Kings and 
Queens who followed him on the throne of 
Great Britain, were content to be anointed 
With oil alone. But the high church party— 
that is to say, the ritualistic branch of the 
Church of England—urges the revival of the 
we of the chrism, and both Edward VII. 
and his consort are reported to be disposed 
te accede to these views. 


EFORE going any further it 
may be as well to explain 
what is meant by chrism. 
The latter is a compound of 
ofl and balsam, forming a 
sweet ointment. The bal- 
sam is a kind of perfumed 
resin, produced by a tree 
which grows im Palestine and 
Arabia, and was exclusively 
employed until the sixteenth 
century, when Popes Paul 
Ill. and Pius IV. permitted 
the use of a better form of 
balm, brought by the Span- 
iards from the new world. 
The. oil of the chrism signi- 
fies the “* fullness of grace,” 
and the balm mixed with it 
*“‘incorruption 
“odor of sanctity.” The 
@irism can only be consecrated by Bishops 


and the * 


scribed as having been “oiled to be King.’ 
Pepin was the first King of France to be 
anointed King by Pope Stephen III., while 
Pope Leo III, anointed Charlemagne as Em- 
peror in St. Peter’s on Nov. 24, 800, “ from 
the head to the feet, according to the cus- 
tom prescribed by the Jewish lew,” using the 
words, ‘‘ With this holy oil I consecrate thee 
Emperor of the Romans in the name of the 
Father, the Son, ahd the Holy Ghost.” 
This phrase indicates that the anointing 
of monarchs is performed with the object 
of consecrating them as rulers, and symbol- 


Almighty, from whom alone they hold their 
authority. The fact that the Kings of Hun- 
gary and of Great Britain and the Emperor 
of Russia should be consecrated with the 
holy oils invests them with a certain degree 
of ecclesiastical dignity. 

Thus Emperor Nicholas is not only the 
temporal autocrat of Russia but likewise 
the Supreme Pontiff of its national church, 
and partakes of the sacraments not asa lay- 
man but as an ecclesiastic, while the coro- 
nation robes of both Emperor Francis Joseph 
as King of Hungary and of Edward VII. 
comprise several articles of wear, such as 
stoles and rochets, which are amongst the 
most important features of the canonicals 
of Bishops and Archbishops. It is in pur- 
suance of the same idea that any one who 
raised his hand against the sovereign—that 
is to say, against the anointed of the Lord— 
in olden times was regarded as guilty not 
alone of the temporal crime of high treason, 
but likewise of the ecclesiastical offense of 
sacrilege in its most aggravated form, and 
as such beyond the pale of: the. church and 
beyond the hope of eternal salvation.

who was stripped to his shirt

Lastly he 
will anoint the crown of the King’s head, 
saying: ‘“‘ Be this head anointed with holy 
ofl, as Kings and prophets were anointed, 
and as Solomon was anointed King by 
Zadok the priest and Nathan the prophet, 
so. be you anointed, blessed, and consecrat- 
ed King over this people, whom the Lord 
your God hath given you to govern, in the 
name of the Father, the Son, and the Holy 
Ghost, amen.” The Dean will then lay the 
ampulla and spoon upon the altar, and 
the King kneeling, the Archbishop stand- 
ing on the north side of the altar, will pro- 
nounce the benediction. | 

The King will then arise and resume his 
place on the throne, and the Dean of West- 
minster, having first dried all the places 
anointed, except the head and the hands, 
with cotton wool, will close with the rib- 
bons attached to the places open for the 
anointing’ in the King’s crimson sarcenet 
shirt or coat. And then the Archbishop 
will place the coif of lawn on the King’s 
head and Mnen gloves on his hands for a 
few moments, in order to remove the holy 
ofl.« The. Queen will only be anointed on 
the forehead, as consort, although the late 
Queen Victoria, as Queen Regnant, was 
anointed on shoulders, arms, and breast 
as well. It is only subsequent to this anoint-

GRANT AND SUMNER. 

The situations and events described in 
Charles Francis Adams’ monograph on 
“ Before and After the Treaty of Washing- 
ton” may be said to form a striking illus- 
tration of the not altogether palatable truth 
that when two men between whom there is 2 
natural and inevitable antipathy meet ‘n 
high office their personal relations, quite 
aside from politics and statesmanship, may 
change the drift of a current of world his- 
tory. If Charles Sumner and Ulysses 8. 
Grant had been formed by nature to be 
friends the map of North America and per- 
haps of south Africa might today present 
a different appearance, for “ though in his- 
tory, as a whole, the individual is so far

In the spring of 1871 Grant was watching 
Sumner as he had watched Lee in the 
Wilderness.

Grant’s self-control was 
perfect. Summer’s was not. Unfortunately 
for the Senator, he.often quite unconscious- 
ly assumed an attitude of moral superiority 
and intellectual certainty in no way com- 
patible with a proper appreciation of the 
equality of others.” In the mind of a 
man like Grant, says Mr. Adams, Mr. Sum- 
ner’s peculiarities excited “ obstinacy, anger, 
and contempt.” | 
Grant had become President in 1869. 
Sumner had in that year been made for 


mittee on Foreign Relations. One great 
question then dominated our foreign policy. 
The Alabama claims were still unsettled. 
Until Great Britain had made reparation 
for the injuries inflicted on the commerce 
of the United States by the Alabama, the 
Florida, and the Shenandoah, all built in 
British shipyards for the use of the con- 
dederates, there could be no resumption of 
even the appearance of friendship. Now, 
meither Grant nor Sumner loveil England. 
When, therefore, Sumner delivered his 
* Oonsequential Damages” speech and de- 
manded from Great Britain not only a set- 
tlement of the Alabama claims but a fur- 
ther payment of two and a half billion dol- 
dars because of the aid and comfort lent the 
confederates when they were recognized 
by the British government as belligerents,: 
Grant was inclined to see eye to eye with 
him. No one expected, of course, that Great 
Britain would ever pay over such an im- 
aense sum of money in cash. The inten- 
tion was that the negotiations on the sub- 
ject should lead to the annexation of Cana- 
da, Nor would such a result have been al- 
together distasteful to the British Cabinet. 
Dependencies were at that time regarded 
not as jewels in the British crown but 
as clogs on British progress. New Zea- 
land, India, Australia, Hongkong, south 
Africa, and Canada were then spoken of 
even by a Conservative Minister as “ our 
wretched colonies.” Englatd was willing 
then to let Canada go, but not to force 
Canada to go. Sumner’s policy, however, 


preposterous “ war. prolongation ”’ 
of an impossible size he hoped to pave the 
way to the accomplishment of his wishes. 
So far Grant was with him. 

It happened, however, that while Sumner 
was intent on Canada, Grant was equally 
intent on San Domingo. Both men were 
expansionists, with this difference, that 
Sumner looked toward the North while 
Grant looked toward the South. This di- 
vergence in policy was accentuated by the 
divergence, already noticed, in personal 
character. Grant was determined to annex 
San Domingo; Sumner became determined 
not to annex it. Grant brought all his 
Sumner ac- 
cepted the challenge. His position as 
chairman of the Senate Commiétee on For- 
eign Relations gave hima lever. Using that 
dJever he attacked the President’s Dominican 
policy and left it a wreck. With this in- 
teresting result: the President lost all in- 
terest in the acquisition of Canada in set- 
tlement of the Alabama claims. That was 
Sumner’s policy and Grant would mere 
none of it. 

What he determined he calieeitiadiies 
When the Forty-second Congress met in 
1871 Sumner was deposed from his chair- 
manship and the treaty of Wasihngton— 
which was not the kind of treaty Sumner 
desired—was signed and ratified. By the 
terms of this treaty the Alabama claims 
were made the subject of arbitration, and 
were disposed of. 

But it is not only as an iHustration of 
the result of personal animosities that the 
treaty of Washington has its interest. Ir 
deserves attention also as afi important ele- 
ment in present day international relations. 
By permitting the construction of the Ala- 
bama, the Florida, and the Shenandoah 
Great Britain had established a precedent 
of the most damaging kind for a great com- 
mercial power. It laid down the principle 
that belligerents might build and equip ves- 
sels of war in neutral ports. How this 
principle might be turned against Great 
Britain herself it was easy to see. “Some 
petty principality which boasts of an army 
of 500 men but not a single foot of sea 
coast [the Transvaal and the Orange Free 
State] might fit out cruisers in neutral 
[American] ports to burn, sink, and de 
etroy our commerce.” So said the London 
Post. So said the whole British public. . 

It was necessary to destroy such a prind- 
ple at any cost.. It was better to pay dam- 
ages of almost any amount to the United 
States than leave unburied a precedent 

which might at anymoment return to plague 
its inventor. The treaty of Washington 
was, and is, a valuable protection to the 
British Empire. It deprived of all vitality

HERBMANN SHOULD BUM 

Alderman Mavor and Alderman Jackson, 
each against inclination and the demands of 
private affairs, have surrendered to the de- 
mand that they should stand for reélection. 
Alderman Herrmann should join their 
ranks. He has been two terms in the Coun- 
cil, having been elected both times as an 
| independent Democrat. It _is understood 
that the Demoératic nomination is await- 
ing him this year if he will accept it, but he 
is reported as having withheld a favorable 
decision thus far. 

His four years in the Council and his 
services on some of its important commit- 
tees have made him one of the most valuable 
members of that body, and his retirement 
would be a public loss. He is now chairman 
of the Committee on Schools, he has always 
been actively interested in the “street rail- 
way question,‘ and he is an able member of 
the Local Transportation committee. 

By virtue, perhaps, of his German ex- 
traction he represents an appreciation for 
system and thoroughness in public. affairs 
which is much needed in American munici- 
pal life, and he can be relied on to take 
broad views of questions of general policy. 
It is in the highest degree important at the 
present juncture that a tried Alderman of 
his stamp should remain in the Council. 
Not only his own constituents but a great 
.many other citizens who have noted his 
public career will strongly hope that he may 
at once decide to accept a third term. 


WILL THE BILL BE VETOED! 
The Senate has passed with a few unim- 
portant amendments the House bill for a 
permanent Census bureau. The bill has 
gone to conference, where an agreement 
will be reached without difficulty. It will 
not be long before this bill reaches the Pres- 
ident, who certainly willnot give ita cordial 
welcome. 

In his message the President said the 
census office should be made a permanent 
government. bureau. This bill does that, 
and to this extent is satisfactory to him. 
But while the bill is in harmony with the 
President’s message, in one respect, it an- 
tagoriizes that message in another respect. 
The President spoke in high terms of that 
merit system of which he has always been 

n advocate. He said *“ the merit system 
of making appointments is in its essenee as 
democratic and American as the common 
schoo] system itself.” He said that in his 
judgment “all laws providing for the tem- 
porary employment of clerks should here- 
after contain a provision that they be se- 
lected under the civil service law.” This 
bill for a permanent Census bureau is a di- 
rect blow at the merit system, and to that 
extent must be most distasteful to the Pres- 
ident. 

The bill provides for carrying over to the 
classified service about 1,200 census clerks 
for whom there will be no work in tle 
Census bureau. These clerks, who have 


WAGE-EARNERS AND THE CHURCH. 

The Churchman has an article by Walter 
A. Wyckoff on “The Attitude of Wage- 
Earners to the Church.” What Mr. Wyc- 
koff says may be condensed into two state- 
ments. First, the wage-earners of Ameri- 
ca have a distinct class feeling. Second, 
the church is regarded by the wage-earners 
in general as an organ of their opponents. 

Neither of these two statements is easily 
substantiated. With regard to class feel- 
ing, for instance, Mr. Wyckoff adduces his 
experience as a day laborer. “ During the 
eighteen months,” he says, “which, ten years 
ago, I spent’ as a day laborer among wage- 
earners, I received no impression stronger 
than those that resulted from class feeling.” 
No doubt this is true. But how can the 
‘experience of any one man for a period of 
eighteen months establish anything but the 
smallest segment of the truth? Mr. 
Wyckoff has no way of knowing that bis 
| experience, which was 80 meager, was not 
also exceptional. Besides, when one uses 
the word “class feeling’? nowadays one 
must be careful to give it its real meaning. 

The tendency toward the estrangement 
of those who have little from those who have 
much ‘is as old as humanity. But this 
tendency is not what is meant by the mod- 
erns when they say “ class feeling.” “‘ Class 
feeling ’” now implies the division of society 
into two parts, the arraying of the capital- 
ists against the proletariat, and the con- 
sciousness on the part of those persons who 
form the proletariat that they are members 
one of another and that they are bound 
together against a common antagonist. One 
may take the liberty of doubting whether 
any such feeling exists at the present time 
in America outside of a small band of doc- 
trinaires. If it does exist it gives few 
evidences of vitality. It has not even ef- 
fected an organization, The trades unions 
stand not for class feeling but simply-for 
the legitimate advancement of self-inter- 
est. There are, no doubt, a great many 
} displays of hard feeling toward employers, 
but these are like any other displays of hard 
feeling in business, the result of incidental 
conflict, not of a conviction that all employ- 
ers are on one side and all employés on the 
other. If wage-earners really feel that 
they are a distinct class with rights to en- 
force and enemies to overcome they are 
exceedingly slow in taking united action. 

In the same way it is hard to prove that 
the absence of church-going habits in the 
poorer parts of large cities is the result 
of a feeling that the church and the ¢capi- 
talist are allies. Such a feeling undeniabiy 


who owe to the friendship of Congress- 
men their present places, are to be appoint- 
ed to offices falling vacant henceforth 
ahead of those who have passed regular 
examinations and are on the eligible lists 
waiting for vacancies. Congressional in- 
fluence got these census clerks their places, 
and it is proposed now by legislation to get 
around that civil service system Congress- 
men detest and quarter their protégés on 
the government indefinitely. 

The President. will be sorely tempted to 
veto so offensive and unjust a measure. 
But no veto message that he can send to 
Congress will be much more unpopular than 
one affecting Congressional patronage, as a 
veto of this census bill would affect it. The 
President will stir up a hornet’s nest in 
Congress by returning this bill without his 
approval, but the merit system will be hard 
hit if he eal allow it to beoome a law. 


THE LEGISLATIVE VOTERS’ ” LEAGUE. 

The Legislative Voters’ league is an or- 
ganization the sole object of which is to 
combat the election of other than honest 
men to the General Assembly from this 
county. This is a non-partisan organiza- 
tion. It will not concern itself with the 
views of candidates as to the Senatorial 
question, the question of taxation, or any 
other question of local or State importance, 
All that the league asks of candidates is 
that they shall comply with the Jeffersoni- - 
an standard of honesty, competency, and 
attachment to the constitution. Frequently 
this county has been represented in the 
General Assembly by men who were incom- 
petent or dishonest, or both, and who vio- 
lated the oaths they took to setae the con- 
stitution of their State. 

It is most desirable that this city and 
county should not send to Springfield any 
more representatives of that kind. The ef- 
forts which the league may make to keep 
such men out of the legislative halls will 
have the approval and should have 
the active support of reputable citi- 
zens, whether those citizens are Republic- 
ans or Democrats. It must be apparent to— 
the party, man that political as well as non- 
political legislation can be better attended 
to by Representatives who are honest than 
by Representatives who are dishonest. 

Gratifying success has followed the ef- 
forts to secure a better City Council. The 
success which has been met with in this di- 
rection has encouraged the organizers of the 
Legislative Voters’ league. They have a 
more difficult undertaking in hand than the 
men who reformed the Council. ‘There is 
no politics in the Council. There is in the 
State Legislature. It is not an easy matter 
to convince a voter that party exigencies 
are such that he must not scratch an unfit 
Aldermanic candidate. It is not difficult 
to convince him that he must not scratch an 
unfit legislative candidate. He is told that 
his scratching may cost his party the con- 
trol of the Legislature, or a United States 
Senator. It has been possible often for an 
independent candidate for the Council to de- 
feat an unfit party candidate. An inde- 
pendent candidate for the Legislature will 
have few chances in. his favor. 

It will not do to be oversanguine as to the 
results of the work of the new league. It 
will be able to accomplish something, how- 
ever, and if it shall keep out of the Legis- 
lature only a few of the unfit men who wiil 
go there if the voters are as apathetic at 
future as they have been at some past elec- 
tions, the cause of good government will 
owe the Legislative Voters’ league much. 


WHO I8 THE CULTURED ONE?

It seems that the 
Dial’s critic, Mr. William Morton Payne, 
referred in a recent article to Herbert Spen- 
cer’s pitying contempt for the man who 
confessed to ignorance of the Eustachian 
tubes yet who would blush if his tongue 
stumbled over the pronunciation of “ Iphi- 
genia.”

HE subject of reciprocity is attracting widespread 
attention of late, so much so that we hear on every 
hand discussion of reciprocity with France, with 
Argentina, with Cuba, with the British West Indies, 
with Canada, and with various other parts of the 
world more or less intimately associated with us 
by ties of friendship or geographical proximity. This 
subject of reciprocity is not a new one, and it would 
seem as though a question which had been discussed 
with such thoroughness and through as many years 
would have assumed a certain definite and fixed 
aspect which every one would recognize and accept. 
But even after these years of discussion the doctrine 
of reciprocity at times takes on proportions quite 
beyon@ those given it by its most sturdy upholders. 


jt may be well, therefore, to consider just what reciprocity is and what 
it ig not. 

The term itself is rather ambiguous, and in the abstract it is like those 
good and homely virtues of friendship, generosity, and comity which need 
only to be mentioned in order to be accepted. Indeed, one of the ancient 


gages has placed reciprocity as foremost among the virtues. So that in the 


abstract reciprocity is as much a principle of human action as Is generosity. 
Rut in being generous it is desirable first to be just; and so, with reciprocity, 
when it comes to giving it concrete form as an economic principle of com- 
merce and of international intercourse then it becomes necessary to con- 
sider those well defined limitations designed to give it just, Senatel, oe 
practical effect. 

True reciprocity has been a cardinal principle in our public affairs ot 


many years. Those who have developed the American system of protection 


have at the same time advocated reciprocity, so that these two great Ameri- 
can principles, protection and reciprocity, have gone hand In hand, each 


as a supplement to the other, and, as President Roosevelt said in his 
message to Congress, “ reciprocity is the handmaiden of protection.” 


-= 


It should be borne in mind, however, that there have long been distinct 
and positive limitations to the application of this principle of reciprocity. 


For instance, reciprocity does not mean unfair trade with foreign countries; 
it does not mean the opening of our vast markets to foreign goods for com- 


petition with our own goods on equal terms. On the contrary; genuine 
reciprocity means only such concessions to foreign countries as will bring us

an ample equivalent in trade concessions from such countries, coupled with 
the further and cardinal principle that the products admitted into this mar- 
ket from foreign countries must be such as do not compete with any estab- 
lished industry in the United States, or will not, if admitted, endanger the 
stability and continuous prosperity of such industry. 

The essential idea of those whose names have been prominently identi- 
fied with reciprocity has been such an exchange of commodities as would not 
endanger our own industries. In President McKinley’s reciprocity speech 
at Buffalo he was careful to make plain the proper limitation of true 
reciprocity. Whatever allusions he made—and there were at least three 


references to foreign trade—he was most careful to guard his expressions 


80 as to conform to what has been regarded and what is the established 
doctrine, on reciprocity. 

For instance, speaking of trade arrangements with foreign countries, he 
said: “ By sensible trade arrangements which will not interrupt our home 


production, we should extend the outlets for gur increasing surplus.” There 


it is perfectly apparent that, admitting and recognizing the necessity for a 
market for our surplus products of the farm and of the factory, yet he 
would not secure that foreign market for this tinue: by any process which 
would “interrupt our home production.” 

Again he said: “ We should take from our customers such of their 
products as we can use without harm to our industries and labor.” There 
again the doctrine of reciprocity was sharply and clearly guarded by the 
expression “such products as we can use without harm to our own #in- 
dustries,” showing that he was keeping steadily in view the protection of 
our own labor and our own industries. Then, again, in that same speech, he 
said: “If, perchance, some of our tariffs are no longer needed for revenue, 
or to encourage and protect our industries at home, why should they not be 
employed to extend and promote our markets abroad?’ While he thus 
recognized the fact, which we. all recognize, that some tariffs are no longer 
needed for revenue and could therefore be dispensed with, yet it will be 
observed that he even guarded cases of that kind with the further ex- 


pression that such tariffs were not to be surrendered as a basis for reciproc- 


ity even if not needed for revenue if they served “ to protect and encourage 


our industries at home.” 
Such a declaration on the part of William McKinley was but a reaffirma- 


tion of what I know to have been his life-long conviction upon the question 


of reciprocity, and for him in the closing years of his public career to 
abandon the cardinal principle of his life work is not conceivable,

Ghosts and specters are usually revealers of evil deeds done 
and murders and such like horrors that have been accomplished, or they 
come to make suggestions, or to bring warnings of impending perils. : 


Presentiments cannot altogether be laid aside as rubbish, for occasional- — 


ly they have foreshadowed a coming evil, though oftentimes, on the other 
hand, our unpleasing presentiments happily do not result in realization.

So, in a word, I may say that true and just reciprocity {s that which 
admits into this market things we do not and cannot produce m exchange 
for an equivalent in the market of the country thus favored by us. But 
under no circumstances can we admit into this country, either free of duty 
or at a low rate of duty, goods coming in competition with our home produc- 
tion and our home labor, which would have a tendency to jeopardize the 
prosperity of either the factory or labor. 

Reciprocal trade based upon admitting into this market things we do 


_ not produce is quite difficult of accomplishment, because of the important 


fact that 43 per cent of all our imports into the United States today come 
in free of duty. Forty-three per cent of our tremendous imports free of 
duty! With this condition established, of course, it is too late to make 
reciprocal arrangements with countries already favored by the free entry 
of their goods into our markets. 

The plea put forward as to the necessity of a foreign market is much 
overestimated. It is a fact that the industrial output of the United States 
last year, embracing the farm, the factories, the mines, and the forest, 
aggregated $21,500,000,000. Of that tremendous aggregate the United 
States consumed within its own borders $20,000,000,000, leaving but $1,500,- 
000,000 ‘seeking foreign markets. Certainly we should be careful in what- 
ever arrangements we make to protect first the home market, which is 
such an absorbent of home products, and we will make a frightful blunder 
to lessen one iota the capacity of the home market for the uncertain and 
temporary advantage of any foreign market. 

But if we turn to our foreign markets they seem to be in such yigorous 
health that we could well afford to let present conditions alone. Our exporte 


during the eleven months ending last November reached the enormous | 


total of $1,302,760,535. Our imports during this same period aggregated 
$800,426,231. So that, by the latest available statistics, the balance of trade 
is in our favor by $548,463,157. This is a really remarkable showing, un- 
equaled by any other country in the world, either as to exports or balance 


of trade. Why, then, should there be any anxiety about not getting our

share of fereign markets? Our present commanding and controlling 
in these markets indicates that our foreign trade is in a vital and 


ful condition.

M. Fouillée shows that from 1881 to 1896 in France the number of wie. 
demeanors decided upon in criminal courts rose from 210,000 to 240,000. 
Since 1889 the rate of manslaughter went up from 156 to 189; of willful 
murder from 95 to 218; and of sexual crimes from 539 to 681. The annual 
average of infanticides is 180. Convictions of habitual criminals were 30 
per cent in 1830; in 1896 they were 65 per cent. 

In fact, crime has trebled in France during the last fifteen years, al- 
though the population has hardly increased at all. In the course of the year 
1892 there were 516,671 persons committed to prison. In Parts more than 
half the persons arrested are below 21 years of age, and nearly all of them 
have committed serious crimes. In one year alone there were ‘thirty 
murders, thirty-nine homicides, three parricides, two poisonings, 114 in- 
fanticides, 4,212 cases of cutting and wounding, twenty-five incendiarisms, 
233 assaults, and 12,300 robberies committed in Paris.

In fact, if all the-markets of Europe were open to us, we would 
drive Europe out of her own markets by reason of our wonderful advance- 
ment in machinery, our inventive genius, and our economy in production. 

Over and above all that comes the great advantages of our position in 
the Philippines and the Orient. Taking Manila as a center, the country 
tributary to it has a population of more than 800,000,000, with a trade, com- 
monly called the “trade of the Orient,” of $2,000,000,000. The Orient, so- 
called, bought of foreign countries $1,200,000,000 worth of goods, or £100,- 
000,000 a month, of which the United States unfortunately commanded 
only 9 per cent, and yet the goods seeking this market were the goods 
we produce in the United States, on the farm and in the factory, for the 
surplus of which we are apxious to secure a foreign market. It is this vast 
trade of the Orient, in my mind, that affords us the great outlet of the 
future, without reciprocity, for our growing surplus. 

When it comes to considering reciprocity in the light of experience it 
can hardly be said that it has proved an instrument for opening markets 
for our surplus products. Our treaty with Canada, which lasted about ten 
years, was really most disastrous. We sold less to Canada at the end of the 
period than we did at the beginning, while she flooded our markets. In 
1854, the year before the reciprocity period began, we sold Canada $24,- 
157,612. But in 1866, after ten years of reciprocity, our sales to Canada 
were down to $23,439,115. On the other hand, Canada benefited enormous- 
ly. In 1854 she was sending us $8,784,412. This soon

‘OF LABOR PARTY. 


Victor Emmanuel, in His Speech from 
' the Throne at the Opening of Par- 
liament, Surprises the Conserva- 
tives by Practically Indorsing the 
Platform of Their Opponents — 
Growth of the Workingmen’s Party 
So Rapid Its Support Is Necessary. 


ROME, Feb. 22.—King Victor Emmanuel 
has practically thrown himeeif into the arms 


of the Socialists. His speech from the throne 


at the opening of Parliament last Thursday 
convinced Radicals and Conservatives alike 
that he was prepared to go far in conceding 
the demands of the Socialist Labor party. 
He dwelt at length on the necessity for social 
legislation, especially as regards the working 
people. 

- * To honor labor,” said the King, “ to fairly 
recompense and protect it, to improve the lot 
of those disinherited by fortune, are the aims 
of the newer civilization.”’ 

The King went even farther in indicating 
his determination to meet the political de- 
mands of the Socialist party. 

No political issue in Italy is more sharply 
defined than the Socialist demand for acom- 
plete separation between church and state. 
Answering these demands the King said: 

“In the relations of state and church my 
government intends to maintain strictly the

A left hook on the jaw floored Sullivan in 
the southwest corner of the ring. Instead of 
counting Referee Fitzsimmons hesitated for 
a few moments, then commenced to count 
fast. By this time it was plainly apparent 
the heavyweight was completely up in the 
air regarding what to do. He overlooked 
McGovern, who danced from behind, and 
when Fitzsimmons reached what he thought 
constituted nine seconds Sullivan was rising 
to his feet, with McGovern standing di- 
rectly by and ready to administer the set- 
tling punch. Sullivan saw it coming and 
dropped to his knees. Fitzsimmons then 
a to McGovern and awarded him the 
conte 


Decision Is Not Understood. 

‘Those near the ringside could not under- 
stand whether Fitzsimmons had counted Sul- 
livan out or whether he had disqualified him 
for going down without being hit. 

Everything was confusion in the ring. 
Fitzsimmons was unable to decide on the in- 
stant that the decision was asked why he 
decided McGovern the winner. Ike Forrest, 
the official timekeeper for the club, watch in 
hand, was yelling himself hoarse that only 
eight seconds had elapsed while Sullivan 
Was On the floor. Fitzsimmons insisted he 
had had time to count fifteen in this period.

This he did 
repeatedly during the round, and before cor- 
ners were called he had Terry holding on 
for dear life. . a, 

Terry Almost Beaten. 

The fifth round was a fierce one. Sullivan 
in the early part looked all over a winner. 
He slammed Terry around the ring with head 
and body blows, and had him, it was thought, 
at his mercy. _He rushed him to the ropes, 
sending left and right hand hooks to face 
and body with good effect. Terry was un- 
able to stop a blow, and Dave, egged on by 
his seconds, went in at a hot pace to knock 
Terry out. He raced him over to his sidé of 
the ring, and, while there, Sam Harris threw 
a sponge full of water on Terry. This revived 
him, and he made a desperate spurt. He 
scored with a right on the face which almost 
toppled Dave over. Then he went after him 
and peppered him as he had been peppered 
early in the round. It was without doubt the 
fiercest and best fought round of the contest. 

The exertion told on both boys in the sixth, 
which was mild@ throughout, with the excep- 
tion of one or two short rallies. ‘In the sev- 
enth round Sullivan began by stabbing: his 
left into Terry’s face. The latter, after re- 
ceiving a half dozen of the blows, rushed at 
his opponent and slugged him hard in the 
body. Dave, however, was game, and gave 
the Brooklyn boy almost as much as he 
sent. The pace was hot, and Dave was 
fighting on the defensive—not running away, 
but simply.protecting his. face and body. 
Terry's blows, although landing frequently, 
had little steam behind them. : 

Seconds ClaimaFoul: . 

In the eighth and ninth rounds there was 
not much doing and they were marked by a 
continual visitation of Terry’s left to Dave’s 
damaged eye. Terry hit Sullivan after the 
bell sounded and the latter’s seconds yelled 
foul, but Fitzsimmons would not allow the 
claim: The repeated body punches that Sul- 
livan had been receiving during the contest 
weakened him somewhat, 80 much, In fact, 
that he kept his left arm over his body and his 
right glove over his jaw whenever Terry came 
after him.

Neva Simmons and Susie J. Are Exam- 
ples of the Valves Placed Upon 
First Class Trotters — Maicolm 
Forbes’ Purchase In Considered the 
Better of the Two-—Few “Green” 
Horses of Promise Are in Evidence 
This Winter—Tracks May Combine.

Two of the best trotting mares of th 
campaign of 1901 were offered at auction in 
Kentucky last week—Neva Simmons, 2:11%, 


and Susie J., 2:10%. The former brought} 


$13,200, being knocked down to Mike Bower- 
man, a well known Lexington horseman, 
while Susie J. fell to the bid of J. Makolm 
Forbes, who was represented by an agent, 
the price being $8,025. 

- These are good prices, but the mares were 
worth the amounts paid, as they had raced 
successfully, and in addition to speed they 
possess all the other qualities that go to 
make up a first-class trotter. Neva Sim- 
mons was ‘“‘ green” at the beginning of 
last season, although there was a story that 
she had gone a trial the previous fall at 
Pittsburg in 2:08%. She is a big, strong 
mare, and, in spite of the rather strenuous 
training given her early in the season by 
Tom Price, the daughter of Simmons held 
her form remarkably well, trotting all the 
way from Detroit to the sea and back to 
the blue grass country and never making a 
bad showing. 

In her first few races the mare gave the 
impression to some that she was not strict- 
ly games but at Brighton she went five such 
corking heats against All Right, winning 
the race and trotting right to her record in 
the final mile, that after that there could 
be no question about her being willing to 
try when in condition. Whether or not she 
has really changed hands will be developed 
later on, as at present it does not seem to 
be known for whom Bowerman acted in 
paying the rather extravagant price he did 
for the mare. 


Susie J.’s Future Is Bright. 


Susie J.; at $8,025, looks like a better pur- 
chase than Neva Simmons. 
the former mare is eligible to the Massachu- 
setts Stake at Boston, the Charter Oak at 
Hartford, and the Transylvania at Lexing- 
ton, all of which will undoubtedly be for 2:12 
trotters, while Susie J. is rather awkwardly 
placed with her mark of 2:10%, but the lat- 
ter mare, in the opinion of the average horse- 
man who has seen both-of them race, has 
more class than the daughter of Simmons. 
In fact, a good many of the critical brigade 
regard Susie J. as one of the really bright 
stars in the trotting: firmament, and as Mr. 
Forbes is a man who considers carefully be- 
fore adding to his peerless collection of 
brood mares, it is certain that he thinks well 
of the daughter of Jay Bird. 

Susie J. has always been unfortunate in 
meeting fast horses in her races. In‘1900, as 
a 3-year-old, she was good enough to have 
won almost any Futurity ever trotted, but 
that was Fereno’s year, and it is doubtful if 
her superior ever started jin the Kentucky 
classic. Last year she was campaigned 
against aged horses, naturally without much 
success until the-Lexington meeting was 


reached, where shé was named in the Tran- | 


sylvania. It was in this historic contest, 
finally won after seven hard heats by Onward 
Silver, that Susie J. showed her quality. 
Her driver was by no means the equal in

That Mr. Forbes will give Susie J. an op- 
portunity to still further reduce her record.

With 
a trotter that does not want to break and 
that is good gaited and quick to get away 
Titer is at his best, and this type of perform- 


er he has had in Bingen, Peter the Great, and 


Arion, all of whom he has driven well for 
Mr. Forbes; Although he is not classed with 
the foremost reinsmen when it comes to driv- 
ing a hard race, he is of the sort that learns 
something by experience, and should make 
a good showing with Susie J. 

But the star of the Forbes string this year 
is expected to be the 4-year-old stallion Ad- 
miral Dewey, who took a record of 2:14% 
last year and won the only two races—both 
stakes for trotters of his age—in which he 
started. Hardly a man who saw Dewey in 
his 2:14% mile at Boston doubts that he is 
the greatest 33-year-old trotter the world has 
geen. He stepped the last quarter of that 
mile at a 2:05 gait, yet did not seem to be ex- 
erting himself to any greater extent than in 
portions of the mile in which the rate of 
speed was not nearly so high. In this race 
he made other 3-year-olds which had trotted 
in 2:15 elsewhere look common indeed as he 
romped home far ahead of them, and had it 
mot been for the temporary lameness which 
affected Admiral Dewey right after the race, 
preventing his starting again, there is little 
doubt that Peter. Stirling would have hada 
much harder race in the Futurity than Wal- 
mut Hall was able to give him. While no one 
who saw Stirling race would detract from 
his performance, the average horseman who 
gaw both colts perform does not rate him as 
high as Dewey. 


Local Circles Are Quiet. 

In local horse circles there has not been 
much doing of late. The snow races have 
attracted the attention of a few owners 
of road horses who took part in the rather 
tame contests that have marked the Chi- 
cago sleighing season, but there has been 
nothing sensational in the way of speed on 
the snow path this winter. 

The auctions at the Coliseum and the 
Stock-Yards have brought horsemen to town 
in some numbers, but there has not been 
anything like the usual amount of news con- 
cerning green’ trotters and pacers which 
are usually.so plentiful at this season. It 
is a remarkable fact that there is practically 
not a proven high-class trotter for the slow 
classes’ in sight. Last winter there was 
plenty of talk about what Country Jay,

high pending the action of the Councii on the 
recommendation of the committee to that 
effect. 

Members of the firm say the proceedings 
were instituted for the purpose of protecting 
their rights in securing the desired permit. 


MARKET SHOWS STRONG TONE. 


No Notable Sales, but Many of More 
than Ordinary Importance—The 
: More Important Sales. 


While there were no notable sales during 
the week, such as the Dexter tract and Mon- 
roe street sales of the previous week there 
were many of more than ordinary im- 
portance, which, with a multitude of smaller 
transactions, made the aggregate of the 
week's transfers large, the total reaching the 
handsome sum of $3, 102,564. Such a show- 
ing at this season of the year is a striking 
illustration cf the substantial tone of the 
market, and in the opinion of experienced 
operators is a forerunner of a much greater 
activity which is expected to come with the 
opening of spring.

BOTH SIDES CLAIM VICTORY FROM 
COURT DECISION. 


Certified Copy of Finding Holds Legal 
Mortgaging of Property and Securi- 
by , Old Company, but Denies Its 
Right to Transfer Franchise—Pres- 


ent Company’s Attorney Asserts — 


City Ratified Act and Waived Its 
Rights by Recognizing a Successor.

The complete text of the decision of the 
Illinois Supreme Court in the suit brought 
by the stockholders of the old Chicago and 
South Side Rapid Transit company denying 


the foreclosure in 1897 arrived in Chicago 
yesterday. Attorney for both the old stock- 
holders and the present company claim that 
their contentions are upheld. 

Attorney Charles A. Munroe, who repre- 
sented the stockholders of the old company, 
insists that the present company has no 
right to operate the road any longer. ‘* The 
decision,’ he said, ‘‘ supports our contention 
that the court had no right to order the fore- 
closure sale. The new company owns the 
cars and structure, but those are no good 
to it without a franchise.”’ 


Says City Waived Rights. 


Noble B. Judah, counsel for the South Side 
Elevated company, takes an entirely opposite 
view of the decision. He made the following 
statement: 

‘‘ The judgment of the Supreme Court af- 
firms the decree of foreclosure. With respect 
to the ordinance the opinion contains this lan- 
guage, referring to the restrictive provision 
against assignment contained in the ordi- 
nance: 

‘* * The provision is for the benefit of the city 
to enable it to prevent any other company 
from being its licensee without its express 
consent, and enables the city to impose any 
additional lawful burdens upon any subse- 
‘quent licensee that it may see fit to impose. 
The inclusion of the rights granted by the or- 
dinance in the decree of sale was inoperative 
as to further operation of the road by the 
purchaser, as such rights were persona! to 
the first licensee and expired when its con- 
trol] terminated.’ 


All Facts Not Before Court. 


“The above mentioned language used by 
the Supreme Court was reasonable enough 
when based upon the record before it, but 
neither the confirmatory ordinance of June 
22, 1896, nor any of the other recognitions by 
the city were before the court. 

‘“ These restrictive provisions of the kind fin 
question are common and well understood. 
The Appellate Court in its decision said that 
the restriction in this case was simply for the 
benefit of the city, and might be waived like 
a covenant against assignment in a lease. 
The Supreme Court indicates nothing to the 
contrary.”’ 

Walker Awaits Council’s Order. 

Unless the City Council so directs, Corpo- 
ration Counsel Walker, on behalf of the city, 
will@ake no steps against the company. 

“It is merely a question for argument,”’ 
said Mr. Walker. ‘‘The Supreme Court. 
held that*the former holders of the road had’ 
no claim, but that the city may have to be

- As an evidence of his sincerity the preacher- 
Sheriff deposited with the chairman of the 
meeting $100 to be forfeited to the person who 
proves that a single open barroom is being 
operated in Portiand, and a like amount for 
similar proof in the whole of the county. 
These offers were made, said the speaker, to 
disprove the statements recently made that 
twenty-five saloons are doirig’ business in the 
City of Portland. 

“Today four-fifths of the State of Maine 
is more free from the blight of liquor traffic,” 
said Mr. Pearson, “‘ than any similar extent 
of territory in the country. There are stillin 
operation 117 rum shops in the City of Ban- 
gor, the State capital, but that is not the fault 
of the prohibition system but of lack of its 
enforcement. I heard recently of a man who 
became ill ina townin my county, and though 
the doctor prescribed liquor as a stimuiant it 
was impossible for his attendants to procure 


any.” °

MRS. WILES AGAIN MEETS |

tensions Are Needed.

NEWS OF THE RAILWAYS. 


The management of the Pére Marquettd 
railroad is considering plans for extending i 
its lines both to Chicago and Buffalo. Prob- 
ably the first step will be the building ofa 
line to Buffalo. 

Last year the Pére Marquette turned over 
60,000 car loads of. freight at the Detroit 
River to its Eastern connections. Asa large 
part of both its through and local traffic is 
destined East it is realized that a line to 
Buffalo would prove an economical move, as 
it would give the Pére Marquette a 200-mile 
longer haul on a darge proportion of its 
freight. While the .management has not: 
definitely decided upon a route to Buffalo, 4 
two or three rights of way are available, and 
it is likely that next year will see the start- 
ing of a Buffalo line, provided the Vander~ 
bilts do not consider it good policy to ac- 
quire the Pére Marquette system. 


Chicago Line at Moderate Cost. 


Ah entrance into Chicago is also sought by. . 

the Pére Marquette. The old Chicago and 
West Michigan railroad is part of the Pére 
Marquette system ,and it now runs to New : 
Buffalo, about eighty miles from Chicago, 
It runs one through train daily to and from 
Chicago, using the Michigan Central tracks 
between New Buffalo and this city. An ex- 
tension to Chicago would entail no great 
expense, as only sixty miles of level track 
would have to be constructed to. make con- 
nection with one of the belt lines that would 
afford it an entrance into the city. 

The Pére Marquette is practically the only 
important railroad system left in control of 
Boston interests, and the latter, if they  « 
cannot sell out to the Vanderbilts, for whose, 
Michigan Central system it would prove a. 
most valuable acquisition,-would be com- 
pelled, in self-defense, to build the Buffalo 
and Chicago extensions and thus develop 
the Pére Marquette into a valuable and ime ‘ 
portant through line. ~ 

Pennsylvania-Wabash Fight. 

Another fight is on between the Pennsyl- 
vania and the Wabash. This time it is the 
Detroit and Toledo Shore Line company’s 
franchise and the rights of way that cause 
the contest. The Detroit and Toledo is one 
of the companies included in the Everett- 
Moore traction system. Since its recent fail- 
ure the committee of Cleveland bankers in 
charge of the affairs of the syndicate is re- 
organizing the whole. One of the members 
of the committee is Myron T. Herrick, a4 
member also of the Gould syndicate, which  _ 
is building the Wabash into Pittsburg, and 
acquired the Wheeling and Lake Erie, of 
which Mr. Herrick is the President. As a 
competitor of the Pennsylvania from Toledo 
to Detroit the Wabash would gain much 
strength by the acquisition of the Shore Line, 
and the Pennsylvaniais opposing its plans 
by trying to secure control of the route for 
its own use.

It 
has been so easy to say, ‘ Yes, you could do 
so and so once, but you can’t do it now.’ 

“But a truth is a truth, and that perma- 
nent fortune must be the product of sound, 
conservative building is truer today, almost, 
than it ever was before. Most of the wealthy 
men of today began fortune building from 

‘the ground up. They began when habits of 

“thrift and frugality were far more general 
in both old and young than they are now, 
and, while they worked longer hours for less 
pay, they saved more money. 

“T have looked to the civil war, always, as 
being the line of demarcation between the 
young man of yesterday and the young man 
of today. I don’t know but what war is pro- 
ductive of the spirit of extravagance. It 
represents waste and ruin. It creates a feel- 
ing of unstableness. Certainly the great 
civil wdr in this country changed the traits 
and characteristics of the-people. Excite- 
ment took the place of repose. Speculation 
supplanted steady trade, and this has led to 
the spirit of gambling, which in one or an- 
other form has become dangerously wide- 
spread. 

“Too many young men today have become 
infected with this passion. There is a haste 
to grow rich. Conservative methods in busi- 
ness are too slow. The hope of gaining for- 
tune without labor has become widely al- 
luring. 

“This is a fatal delusion. Even where 
wealth fs thus gained, it is more often a 
curse than a blessing. The fortune quickly 
gained and without labor generally is as 
meedily dissipated. Yet just to the extent 
tat we see flattering opportunities held out 
young man for the making of fortunes by 
Sime short cut, just to that extent one may 
gues that these propositions are accepted. 
“No doubt there is now more restless en-

flan formerly, but there were more steadi- 
geSs, greater perseverance, and, as a con- 
sequence, more lasting results fifty years 
ago. Then habits of life were simpler, temp- 
tations were less common, and extravagance 
of living comparatively unknown. Now it 
requires great strength of character in the 
yyoung man to stand out against the tempta- 
tions of environment. 
‘eertain fascination in these modern activi- 
tles—in the whirl and excitement of latter 
day trading and speculation. Amusements, 
too, are more common and costly, and dissi- 
_pations are more alluring. 


Foreign Born Lead in Thrift. 


“That there are $2,500,000,000 in the sav- 
ings banks of the United States and that the 
totals are increasing every year shows 
promise. At the same time, I am not sure 
that it would not be shown by analysis that 
adopted citizens from continental Europe 
lead as these depositors. At one time ‘ Yankee 
thrift’ was proverbial. To some extent it 
May be true of the direct descendants of that 
oid stock, but it has lost its significance wnen 
applied to the typical American.

Greatest House-Cleaning on Record. 


Vatican Hadn’t Been Thoroughly Cleaned for 100 Years. 
Employed 5,000 People and 700 Overseers Six Months. 


Used 1,000 Loaves of Bread a Day to Clean Wall Paper. 


FTER 400 years the Vatican has under- 
gone the first general housecleaning. 
The process occupied the space of 
eight months ahd its cost would buy 
a new palace, and a good sized one, in 
any capital. 

The cleaners formed an army greater than 
that the Popes commanded when they were 
still Kings. 

The area cleaned was equal to a German 
principality, while the rubbish carted away 
would make a\small island. 

The brooms used up would supply a big 
town for a year, and the house flannels, gen- 
erously contributed by Irish Catholics, would 
clothe 10,000 people. 

There is no royal residence or other build- 
ing in the world even approaching the Vati- 
can in vastness. The papal castle is not a 
regular structure, but a collection of sepa- 
rate buildings occupying a space of 384 yards 
in length and 256 yards in breadth. It has 
eight grand staircases and 200 smaller ones, 
and its inner apartments receive light from 
twenty inclosed courts. The number of its 


chambers, halls, and galleries exceeds 11,000. — 


By way of comparison, it may be mentioned 
that the imperial Schloss in Berlin, certainly 
a big pile, has less than 700 rooms, while the 
famous Neues Palais in Potsdam has only

ogy, the barracks of the Swiss Guards, and, 
lastly, the Pope’s casino in the Vatican gar- 
dens, hadn’t seen a tidy housemaid since the 
glorious reign of Sixtus V. : 

That, notwithstanding the Vatican was al- 
ways noted for its air of spotless cleanliness, 
even though no one was ever seen to handle 
a broom there,yet the ban placed upon female 
help was sure to make itself unpleasantl 
felt sooner or later. . | 


Like his friends and the numerous visitors | 


of his great palace, Leo saw that the Vatican 
was clean, but after he began taking an in- 
terest in bacteriology—a study he took up at 
the beginning of the new century under the 
guidance of his well known physician, Dr. 
Lapponi—he concluded that it wasn’t clean 
enough. 

Under the Zeiss microscope Lapponi had 
exhibited before his Holiness the bacilli of 
typhus, diphtheria, etc., had told him that. 
germs were everywhere, and that dirt meant 
continued life to them. ‘‘ This demonstra- 
tion,’’ said the Pope recently, ‘‘ set the little 
old man thinking ’’ little old man’’ is the 
title by which Leo refers to himself), and 
the order for a general cleanup was forth- 
with issued. 


Pope Upset Traditions. 


The monsignors of the household were 
sorely perplexed when Leo ordered that 500. 
able-bodied scrubwomen be hired, besides 
double that number of male cleaners. It was 
“‘agdinst tradition,” ‘‘ would cause no end 
of talk,’’ the palace ‘‘ always got along quite 
well without feminine help,’’ but the su- 
preme pontiff’s word is law, and on July l, 
1901, there assembled in the square of St. 
Peter’s 1,500 persons of both sexes toreceive 
commissions as “* house cleaners to his Holi- 
ness.’’ 

When this little army first began moving 
upon the Vatican the sentinel patroling 
Italian territory opposite the papal domain 
cagled out the guard. Accoutered with broom 
sticks, hatchets, and similar {mplements as 
they were, he thought the people bent on 
riot. But “‘ the enemy,’ in the uniform of 
the Papal Swiss walking in the shadow of 
the Vatican gates, called to him not to make 
a fuss, as the men and women had been in- 
vited to the Vatican, and, indeed, ranked 
from now on as papal employés. 

All the men and women brought recom- 
mendations from priests and nobles in high 
favor with the Vatican—no credentials, no 
job, the papal authorities being loath to risk 
employing unknown persons in the imme- 
diate presence of the pontiff. The original 
order also required the applicants to bring 
their tools, but many being too poor to pro- 
cure same the Holy Father gladly rescinded 
this condition. The examination into the 


. ereign and Judge within the precincts of the 


fitness of the candidates took up the greater 
part of the first workday; after that the 
cleaners were shown through the apart- 
ments to which each troop was assigned, 
whereupon the Holy Father's chief steward 
addressed the crowd in the great servants’ 
hall, cautioning’them to work industriousky 
and, above all, avoid breaking things. 
On the morning of July 2, 1,000 cleaners and 


half as many scrubwomen began to attack 


the layers of century old dust and dirt that 
covered the floors, ceilings, and walls of fully 
9,900 of the palace’s 11,000 rooms. 

This is no mere guess—it’s from major 
domo Mgr. della Volpe’s official house clean- 
ing statistics, which fill over 1,000 pages of 
foolscap paper. ‘‘ Some of these rooms,’’ 
says the report, *‘ looked well ¢nough before 
the broom brigade entered, but when they 
had been at work for some time we noticed 
in certain spots a complete change of color 
effects. 

**The crust of dirt and dust attaching to 
the ceilings, cornices, picture frames, 
statues, and ornaments in general was near- 
ly an inch thick and its removal changed the 
entire aspect of things.”’ 


Put 5,000 People at Work.. 


Nightly, after returning to his own rooms 
from his little palace in the gardens, Pope 
Leo received detailed reports of these stren- 
uous doings, and it soon occured to him that 

.if he wanted to see the task finished in his 
own lifetime it would be necessary to employ 
So the good priests and the 


Mothers Superior of the great Roman con- 


vents were notified that the Holy Father 
would be pleased to give employment to a 
good many more cleaners, male and female, 
and presently these began poufing in in small 
troops. 

“When we had 5,000 at work,” continues 
the Major Donfo’s report, “ it began to look 
as if we were making some kind of progress; 
the 1,500 that came first were simply swal- 
lowed up in the palace vastness, and their 
presence was hardly noticeable by the 
amount of rubbish carried out.” 


To mention only one item, there was 17,297: 


acres of wall paper to be cleaned, not to 
mention many miles of silk hangings, fres- 
cdes, and. the hundreds: and thousands of 
yards of tapestry. 

The official having charge of the wall paper 
cleaning ordered 800 and later on 1,000 loaves 
of bread daily with which to rub the dirt off, 
but even the increased quantity proved en- 
tirely inadequate. Still more was used until 
the daily bill for bread assumed such pro- 
portions that the Pope’s treasurer refused to 
further countenance such wanton extrava- 
gance, as he called it. The work threatening 
to come to a standstill, the dispute was sub- 
mitted to the Pope, who, in his usual shrewd 
way, quickly found a solution. The Holy 
Father bethought himself of a series of bake 
ovens which one of his predecessors erected 
hundreds of years ago. The cleaners were 
let loose upon them, and within ten days¢hey 
were in working order. 

Next a host of bakers was engaged, who 
turned out all the bread needed for clean- 
ing, and, besides, enough for each workman 
and workwoman to take a loaf home at night. 
By giving away 5,000 loaves daily, Leo meant 
to show that the revival of the Vatican ovens 
was not merely due to a desire to cut down 
expenses. 

To keep this mass of workpeople in order 
and direct their work 700 overseers were 
appointed while all papal soldiers and 
gendarmes not on actual duty were ordered 
to patrol the halls, chambers, and corridors 
in plain clothes to protect the Pope’s prop- 
erty. They caught several hundred petty 
thieves red handed, so to speak, all of whom 
were turned over to the judicial authorities 
of the Hdly See, for the Pope is still sov- 
Vatican. 

The thieves were tried in proper order and 
condemned to various terms of imprisonment, 
the Pope granting a full pardon in every 
case, The only punishment they actually 
suffered was immediate discharge, but every 
discharged man or woman received two 
weeks’ wages in advance. These sums were 
paid out of the Pope’s private purse, and 
many of the repenting sinners even went 


away with his blessings after making con- 
fession at St. Peter’s and craving the Pope’s 
pardon. Thus their fault became a source 
of material and moral advantage to these 
miscreants. 


Ten Tons of Dirt a Day. 

Those visitors of the Vatican who may 
have remarked on its spotless appearance 
will be astonished to learn that during the 
first twelve or thirteen weeks of cleaning 
20,000 pounds of dirt were removed daily from 
the halls, chambers, staircases, and corri- 
dors. This amount of dirt, including cob- 
webs, broken glass, and stucco, nails, bits 
of paper, cardboard, rags, and other rub- 
bish was collected in bags and carted to one 
of the rear portals, where a contractor took 
charge of it receiving a stated price for 
every wagonful. This contractor, a smart 
fellow, had the rubbish sorted, and made a 
little fortune out of the sales to paper mills 
and other establishments. He also found 
considerable jewelry, particularly gold but- 
tons, that may have belonged to uniforms 
for dress of state, and that had become 
blackened by age and dirt so that the sweep- 
ers failed to recognize their value. 

‘“‘But,”’ said the Major Domo’s report, 
“the dirt swept out of the windows was 
certainly equal to the amount carried out 
of doors. Sometimes the air was black with 
dust from the tops of old wardrobes, shelves, 
and cornices.’’ 

Many faithful Irish, always generous 
friends of the Holy See, had combined to 
contribute something towards the Vatican 
house cleaning, and sent a gift of eighty 
bales of flannels, which the Pope received 
with much pleasure, mot on account of the 
value, but because of the thoughtfulness of 
his Irish friends. Eighty bales of house flap- 
nels seems a lot, but even that immense 
quantity didn’t suffice, though not a rag was 
wasted, says the Major Domo. ‘Twenty more 
bales had to be ordered in Dublin, and ar- 
rived, together with a telegram from the 
Archbishop, saying that his faithful were 
collecting money to augment their previous 
gift. Leo was pleased that this offer of 
gervice came too late. ‘* The Irish are good 
to the little old man,”’ he said, “‘ but they 
are poor, and we mustn’t allow their gener- 
osity to run away with theirjudgment. God 
bless them.” > 


Two Thousand Serubwomen. 


The numerous women that made up two- 
fifths of the Pope’s army of cleaners were 
on their hands and kneese six months out 
of the eight—when they weren’t carrying 
water. They never had such a continual 
siege of scrubbing in their life. How in- 
dustriously they worked is shown by the fact 
that they used up from 2,000 to 2,200 scrub- 
bing brushes weekly; likewise 5,000° pounds 
of soap and 2,000 pounds of soda. 

The brooms were principally handled by 
men—after the first week, there were only 
8,000 sticks left. As the work proceeded 
fewer brooms were used up, but never less 
than a thousand a week. | 

The Major Domo’s report says that the 
dust lay in some apartments fully an inch 
high, the workmen being obliged to put cot- 
ton in their ears and nostrils and a cloth 
before their mouths ere they commenced to 
sweep. ‘* Such dirt accumulations we found 
principally on top of, and behind, tall pieces 
of furniture difficult to move and which the 
ordinary servants, content with the mere 
appearance of things, had neglected sham 
fully.’’ | 

The official doesn’t say so, but one can read 
between his lines that he charges the pre- 
vailing insanitary conditions to the absence 
of the female element in the palace. ‘‘ Men 
servants are good to polish up,’ he says, 
‘but they seem not to go to the bottom of 
the evil.’’ 

The work of the cleaners cost over 1,250,000 
francs—probably the largest sum ever spent 
to set a house in order without rebuilding and 
refurnishing it. But even if the report noted

the money spent on this house cleaning of 
eight months’ duration, conducted by 10,000 
busy hands and superintended by 700 over- 
seers, is well invested, for all dweilers inthe 
great beehive will reap its benefits by en- 
joying better health and greater comforts.

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MARKED CHANGES 
IN FUNERAL MODES 


Tendency Toward Making 
Services Less Mournful 


than They Were. © 


UNERAL directors in Chicago are au- 

thority for the statement that funeral 

* fashions have changed materially dur- 

ing the last fifty years. They say that 

there has been a general tendency to- 

ward reform in many directions, and that to- 

day in the administration of rites for the 

dead numerous deviations have been made 

from the methods of general practice half 
a century ago. 

The manner of conducting funerals has ia 

reality undergone absolute revision, and the 

tendency has been toward less crape, fewer 


mons, greater privacy, and the adoption of 
little cusoms calculated to relieve the intense 
and painful solemnity of the occasion. 

Fifty years ago a funeral in a community 
called forth a public fiood of tears, a pall 
of black, and a church service, the nature of 
which worked the mourners up to a state 
of the most intense and assertive grief, in 
which several hundred of their friends 
shared. Ministers were given to sermons 
in which the virtues of the deceased were 
recounted by the score, and instead of afford- 
ing the only relief and consolation that is 
possible under such circumstances, the cler- 
gyman’s remarks were, innocently, of course, 
calculated to bring more clearly before mem- 
bers of the immediate family, the real loss 
they had sustained. 


Mourners Much in Evidence. 
The chief mourners occupied the front pew 


tered about the bier if the obsequies were in 
the home. They were in full view of all and 
everybody wept with them. Crape hung 
from the door, fluttered from the arms of 
pall-bearers, and clung to the casket. The 
whole service was performed under an op- 
pressive and grief-bearing pall of black. 

Today conditions are different. Funeral 
fashions have changed so materially during 
half a century of time that the service has 
been relieved of much exterior suggestion of 
mourning and sorrow. This is due largely 
to the evolution of the ‘‘ undertaker,’’ who 
now™“is known in all cities as the “ funeral 
director,””’ and through whose efforts the 
black edges of the Obsequy have been sof- 
tened. 

The “‘undertaker’’ of fifty years ago 
usually was a furniture dealer who kept a 
stock of caskets in the back of his store. 
His sole connection with the funeral was to 
supply the necessary material for burial. 
Members of the family did all the arranging, 
and hence the service was made as touching 
and sorrowful as possible. But when the 
funeral director camie in—and it was not 60 
many years ago—he immediately became the 
‘master of ceremonies and everything con- 
nected with the service was intrusted to 


Crape Gradually Disappearing. 

The result has been that crape has been 
gradually disappearing until now it seldom is 
used on the door of a house where a death 
has occurred. Substitutes have been found 
in palm leaves and flowers tied with ribbons 
appropriate to the age of the deceased. Bands 
of crape no longer encircle the arms of pall- 
bearers, this custom of years gone by having 
been practically done away with at funerals 
in families of the well-to-do. 

A tendency toward brevity also has figured 
in the evolution of the commonly accepted 
version of ‘funeral service. The ordinary 
obsequy of today does not consume more 


ago it sometimes lasted an hour and a half. 
Ministers speak more briefly and seldom 
along personal lines. Except in cases where 
the deceased is well known in the community 
or has exerted some widespread influence, | 
his life, or the loss that has been sustained 
seldom is referred to. The clergyman’s fu- 
neral oration is confined to scriptural con- 
solation and he does not seek to play upon 
the already overtaxed emotions of those 


Private Funerals Now the Rule. 


Private funerals, too, are more general 
now than in years gone by. The home is 
coming to be regarded as the fitting place 
in which to say the bast rites for a méem- 
ber of the family, and the general desire 
seems to be to separate as far as possible 
from any public exterior show of grief. At 
home funerals the mourners usually occupy 
a room adjoining that im which the services 
are held, where they are not exposed to 
the view of those attending. Frequently in 
church services members of the family do 
not attend, but go directly from their homes 
to the place of burial. 

A tendency also has been shown in the 
selection of caskets to eschew the somber 
black and obtain less depressing colors, 
Different shades of gray and royal purple 
are now common, the effect being some- 
what of a relief from the gloom of deep 
mourning. Another innovation is to be found 
in the funeral car of the present time. 
Plumes are no longer requested on the 
horses, and it i» predicted that in a short 
time the idéal car will be made entirely of 
wood, with just enough carving and dec- 
oration to relieve its severe plainness. Such 
® car is now being built for a prominent 

funeral director in Chicago. 


Corteges Travel More Rapidly. 

Reform also is evident in the manner of 
disposing of floral offerings. They are no 
longer placed in carriages that form a part 
of the procession to the cemetery, but aré 
deft at the house or church until every one 
has departed, and are then placed in vehicies 
and taken to the place of burial over a differ- 
ent route. Where fifty years ago a funeral 
procession moved along at a slow walk in 
Chicago horses are now driven at a brisk 

rot. This is made necessary by the dis- 
nee that must be covered in reaching the 
cemetery. 

Another funeral reform is to be found in 
the matter of pallbearers. It is now consid- 
ered good form to select a certain number 
of honorary pallbearers from among the 
friends of the deceased and then hire casket 
bearers, who are known among funeral] di- 
rectors as “ carriers.’"’ While this deviation 
from established precedent has by no means 
become general, ft has been practiced in Chi- 
cage several times within recent years.

HE. performances by the Empire 
Theater Dramatic School have for 
the last year or so furnished a 
good deal of materia) for the dra- 
matic critic. I don’t know which 
of them set the fashion—Norman 
Hapgood, I think—to review its plays as 
plays by professional actors are reviewed. 
This, I imagine, has induced Mr. Sargent to 
give plays of more importance than he used 
to give, so that a dramatic school entertain- 
ment is apt to have a good deal of interest for 
more people than those who are connected 
by ties of blood or friendship with the young 
people who performthem. At the latest per- 
formance ‘*“‘ Mrs. Jasper,’”’ a play by Henry 
James, was given. It was a comédy in three 
acts—at leastthe program called it a comedy, 
though it bordered dangerously on farce. 
Because Mr. James wrote the play one ex- 
pected something intellectual—but failed to 
get it. There are not many playwrights of 
even mediocre talent who do not write as 
good lines as are in this comedy. There are 
more bright lines to the square inch in Judge 
Grant’s ‘“‘ Unleavened Bread’ than in the 
entire three acts of Mr. James’ play. Iam 
not, however, discounting Judge Grant’s 
talent. 

without its merits. The way three couples 
are tied upand then untied was cleverly done, 


and while the lines were not clever the audi- 


ence certainly found them amusing, for the 
play was received with continuous laughter. 

A young woman who played the part of a 
dull-witted girl who said nothing but “ Yes, 
mamma,” and ‘‘ No, mamima,’’ made a great 
hit with these lines, simple in themselves, but 
said with much effect. She really was the 
one bright spot in the play, though bright- 
ness was not supposed to be her specialty. 
Then there was a man who played’the part of 
a fool; about all he had to say was “ Have 


you seen Mrs. Jasper ?’’—this to the accompa- 


niment of shaking his knees and twirling his 
mustache to an extent that Was enough to 
make one wish him anywhere but on the 
stage when he appeared. 

Ever since I saw this play I have been won- 
dering what Mr. James’ idea in writing it 
was, whether he thought it would be popular 
and he could make money with it, or wheth- 
er he really thought it a good pieoe of work 
and worthy of his reputation. I can tell him 
frankly thatitis not worthy of his reputation 
and that I hope he will not indulge in diver- 
sions of this sort again. What Mr. James 
ought to do is to get some one to construct a 
play, togive hima skeleton, and let him write 
in the lines—not the sort of lines he thinks 
will please the theater-going public, but the 
sort of lines that he writes in his best mor 
ments to please the reading public. Mr. 
James, however, has been acting a little queer 
of late, his ‘‘ Sacred Fount ”’ being asincom- 
prehensible a book as was ever written. 


ADPREWSKI'S opera Manru” 
seems to have made a better im- 
pression than De Lara's Messa- 
lina.’”’ It certainly has a cleverer 
libretto.

would only have stopped for a moment. 
There is a lullaby in the second act that 
has some melody in it,-and there Is a love 
duet in the same act that is also melodic. 
But that is all. In the third, which is also 
the last act, the music improves. It gets to 
be more like a succession of Hungarian 
rhapsodies. It is full of fire and force. 

But, notwithstanding, I do not believe that 
“ Manru ”’ will rank among the great operas 
of the world. That Paderewski will not 
write a great opera I should hardly like to 
say. He may. But I do not think that 
‘‘Manru” gives great promise of a great 
opera. There are no songs—at least none 
that I can remember—in *‘ Manru,”’ and the 
story is not interesting. But, then, I do not 
care for the story of an opera if the music is 
fine. I like an opera that has great moments, 
where a quartet or a sextet takes the 
center of the stage and sings their highest 
notes. I am afraid that this sounds like 
Philistinism, but I never cease to be thrilled 
by the last act of “ Faust’’ or even the 
famous quartet from “ Rigoletto.” ‘*‘ Man- 
ru’’ is along the lines of Wagner without 
the grandeur of Wagner or his melodies, for 
I do insist that Wagner does write melodies 
though I know that his enemies claim that 
he does not. \

LETTER OF THE MARQUISE DE FONTENOY.

LITTLE tragedy in royal life has just 

taken place, which, curiously enough, 

has received no attention on the part 

of the press. It is the epilogue of the 

recent divorce between Queen Vic- 
toria’s two grandchildren, the Grand Duke 
and the Grand Duchess of Hesse, and con- 
sisted in the latter’s compulsory surrender 
of her little girl, whom she had carried off to 
France. 

The decree, as is invariably the practice in 
the case of divorces of personages of sov- 
ereign rank, assigned the guardianship of 
the little girl, Princess Elizabeth, who is the 
only living issue of the union, to her father, 
not from any disposition to blame the Grand 
Duchess or to pronounce her unworthy of 
the care of the child, but merely because 
the father happens to be a reigning sov- 
ereign, which he remains, whereas his con- 
sort loses her sovereign status through the 
dissolution of her marriage. 

The Grand Duchess, who is imperious, 
high-spirited, and headstrong, had taken it 


she would be allowed to retain her child, to 
whom she is passionately devoted. Indeed, 
when she left the Grand Duke last fall she 
took the 7-year-old Princess Elizabeth, who 
is a singularly attractive, pretty, ard clever 
little girl, with her to Coburg, and declined 
to permit the Grand Duke to hold any com- 
munication with his daughter. 

It is possible that the Grand Duke might 
have submitted to this treatment and have 
left the child to his ex-wife—for he is far 
from sharing her high spirit or her strength 
of character—but he has lately been taken in 
hand by his various relatives, who, having 
come to the conclusion that he had been 
singularly badly treated, and that he was 
entirely broken spirited by the conduct of 
his wife, have been endeavoring to infuse 
him with some sentiments of independence. 
The Kaiser, Prince and Princess Henry of 
Prussia, and the Grand Duke and Grand 
Duchess Sergius of Russia have all been 
seeking to strengthen his backbone, and dur- 
ing their stays under his roof have been do- 
ing their best to induce him to assert his 
rights. | 

This he has now done. He has made a de- 
mand for his daughter, and the Grand Duch- 
ess,who is now staying at Nice with her moth- 
er, the widowed Duchess of Saxe-Coburg- 
Gotha, has had no alternative but to yield,and 
the little girl, traveling alone with her nurses 
and governesses, arrived the other day by rail 
from Nice at Frankfort-on-the-Main, where 
she was received by her father, the Grand 
Duke of Hesse, who forthwith conveyed her 
by special train to Darmstadt, where she will 
henceforth make her home with him. 


The question will naturally be asked as to 
why the young Grand Duchess should have so 
readily yielded to the Grand Duke's com- 
mand, and have consented to surrender her 
little girl. 

There are several reasons for this. In the 
first place the Grand Duke himself, or the 
Kaiser, could have made through the Ger- 
men Ambassador at Paris a demand upon the 
French government for the removal of the 
Mttle Princess from the care of the divorcéd 
Grand Duchese and for her restoration to the 
representatives of the Grand Duke. The 
French authorities would have been obliged 
both by international comity and by law to 
comply with the request, precisly as the Ger- 
man government yielded to the request of 
King Milan of Servia and forcibiy deprived 
Queen Natalie at Wiesbaden of her then 
7-year-old boy, the present King, the German 
police turning the royal lad over to the rep- 
resentatives of the dissolute King, although 
the latter was notoriously Hving a most evil 


life, whereas Queen Natalie was behaving 


with the most perfect propriety. And when 
the first wife of the present Prince of Mo- 
naco—namely: the Lady Mary Hamilton, was 


forced by her husband’s disgraceful conduct 
to leave him and carried off with her to Italy 
her ttle boy, now heir apparent to the throne 
of Monaco, the Italian ‘police were compelled 
by the demand of the Prince of Monaco to 


‘ 


take steps to deprive the Princess of her boy, 


for granted tliat no matter what happened . 


by force, and would undoubtedly have car- 
ried out their orders had it not been for the 
intervention of the Grand Duchess Helen of 
Russia, who took the fugitive Princess and 
the latter’s little boy under her protection. 
Yet a few months later the Princess, too, was 
forced to give up her boy to the father, al- 
though the rights were all on her side and 
the wrongs on those of the Prince. 

Besides these there were other consider- 
ations which forced the Grand Duchess to 
yield. She has no fortune whatsoever of her 
own, and for the future must depend upon 
whatever alimony her former husband gives 
her, and likewise upon the generosity of her 
mother. Now the latter’s large annuity, 
which she draws as the only daughter of 
Emperor Alexander II. of Russia. is to a 
great extent dependent upon the present 
Czar, who has likewise to a considerable 
extend the control of her fortune, which is 
entirely invested in Russia. Now the Czar 
is altogether in sympathy with his brother- 
in-law, the Grand Duke of Hesse, in the 
trouble between the Grand Duke and Grand 


Duchess, and has not hesitated to express 


his belief that the Grand Duchess has be- 
haved -badly in the affair. The widowed 
Duchess of Coburg therefore was obliged to 
defér to the Czar’s wishes, and whatever 
influence she has been ina position to exer- 
cise over her daughter has been in the di- 
rection of the later’s compliance with the 
demands of her former husband. 


For some reason or other royal women. 


are always supposed to suffer in silence, and 
without resistance, any wrongs to which 
they may be subjected. If they resent these 
wrongs, no matter how serious they may 
have been, they are always condemned. I 
do not say this because the Grand Duke has 
been guilty of any wrongs, but merely to 
show that from the outset the young Grand 
Duchess never had the slightest prospect of 
fair and impartial treatment in her disputes 
with her husband. Queen Nathalie was boy- 
cotted by the European courts, and regarded 
with ill-favor by the public for leaving her 


disreputable husband, although he was ad- | 


mittedly a scoundrel of the worst dye. In 
the same way the mother of the’ Prince Con- 
sort of England—that is to say, the great- 
grandmother of Prince Henry of Prussia— 
was condemned for quitting her husband, the 
reigning Duke of Saxe-Coburg-Gotha, after 
she had appealed in vain to the federal 
Princes of the German Empire for protec- 
tion against his brutality, maltreatment, and 
neglect. When Empress Eugénie left France 
on account of her husband's intrigue with 
the Countess de Castiglione and took refuge 
in England, vowing never to return, it was 
Queen Victoria who persuaded the Empress 
to go back to her husband quietly, and to 
avoid any attempt to make a public matter 
of her wrongs. 
Numerous other cases of the 
he be cited here in order to show that 
& woman marries a royal persona e, 
especially if he happens to be a soversign, 
she must make up her mind to suffer in 
silence and without resentment any wrongs 
to which she may be subjected by him. 
For her place on the steps of the throne and 
rank, they invest her with

Allotments of stock in the new Federal 
Trust company were made yesterday. T. 
P. Phillips, the principal organizer of the 
bank, who is to be its President, said that 
the $2,000,000 of capital was largely over- 
subscribed. It is understood that among the 
stockholders are large interests in New York 
banks and Eastern railroads, including the 
Pennsylvania. United States Steel corpora- 
tion interests will also be identified with the 
bank through Chairman E. H. Gary. The 
company, however, is to be a Chicago insti- 
tution so far as its ownership is concerned, 
the majority of the stock being held here. 


. Financial Position of the Northwest. . 

Charles W. Folds, Western representative 
of Charles Hathaway & Co., in speaking of 
the great improvement in the financial situa- 
‘tion in Minnesota and Dakota in the last 
few years, says: 

“The bankers of Chicago and the East 
fave annually helped move the great crops 
In the Northwest by loaning large amounts 
of money for that purpose. These funds 
have been advanced to grain and elevator 
companies as direct loans, and also by liberal 
rediscounts for banks in Minnesota, Ne- 
braska, and the Dakotas. The usual con- 
dition has been that the country bank, with 
deposits contracted and loans at the maxi- 
mum, has borrowed of its Chicago or 
Eastern correspondent during the crop sea- 
gon or until the farmers could market their 
grain and pay off their indebtedness. 

**A few years of prosperity and the large 
crop last fall, with fair prices, have caused 
@ great change in the situation. The bank 
in the small Minnesota or Dakota town has 
greatly increased its deposits, while the de- 
mand has been less than ever before. There 
are many cases of banks with a capital of 
610,000 to $25,000 having deposits this year 
of $150,000 and upwards, and the question 
arises: ‘ What are they doing with all this 
It has come upon them unex- 
pectedly, and thus far they seem to have 
acted wisely in using it with caution. Nat- 
urally, these banks are carrying increased 
balances with their correspondents, which 
we have seen in the growing bank deposits 
at reserve centers like Minneapolis and Chi- 
pago. 
Offer Money in Large Sums. 

“In additian to carrying larger balances 
these Northwestern banks have loaned their 
funds in large amounts to the grain elevator 
people operating in their-territory. The 
manager of one of the large elevator com- 
panies, with headquarters at Minneapolis, 
stated a few days ago that it had been flooded 
with offers of money from banks in the towns 
where it had country elevators for receiving 
grain. These offers in the aggregate fre- 
quently amounted to over $100,000 a day, and

an, Mrs. Ellis Rowan. 
Rowan recently 
exhibitions in New 
yor and at the Pratt Institute, Brook- 
ya, of about 400 of the 600 studies at present 
js ber collection of the flora of Australia, 
New Guinea, Africa, and our own country. 
The Australian flower studies are the most 
numerous, since ill-health first compelled 
Mrs. Rowan to leave the rigors of an Eng- 
‘Yeh winter for the milder climate of the 
Antipodes twenty years ago; and in the time 


that has elapsed she has made almost yearly | 


yoyases <° the land of the kangaroo and 
pushranger, the tropical climate and the al- 
most primitive conditions of life. 

Her journeys in Australia have taken her 
through its wildest and most inaccessible 

, among the cannibal tribes of Queens- 
land, under the protection of a strong guard 
ef armed natives; along the tropical rivers 
of its eastern coast; to Thursday Island, off 
its northernmost point; and once for a three 

‘months’ stay on a South Sea island with 
a Samoan woman, who acted as interpreter, 
as the nearest approach for a civilized com- 
panton. 

This decade of the study of Australian 
fiora has brought as intrinsic rewards to 
Mrs. Rowan, among other things, no less 
than ten gold medals, ten of silver, and six 
of bronze, all from international exhibitions 
held in continental Europe, and one of which 
-awarded to her at St. Petersburg—is a par- 
ticularly handsome and valuable decoration. 


Queen Victoria Interested. 

She twice showed her studies to Queen 
Victoria in the last few years of her life, 
and it was at the suggestion of the Queen 
that Mrs. Rowan gave her first public exhi- 
bition. To Sir Ferdinand von Miiller, that 
greatest of botanists, many of her studies of 
Australian orchids revealed ‘hitherto un- 
known speciméns of that order, specimens 
that were left to him to classify and name. 
And since a financial valuation of anything 
is often the most convincing argument, it is 
interesting to know that the German gov- 
ernment offered Mrs. Rowan $75,000 for her 
Australian studies alone, and wished her to 


devote the remainder of her botanical activi- 


ties to its service. 
It is not conceivable that all of these 
studies, not one of which, Mrs. Rowan says, 
was ever left unfinished before leaving the 
place where the specimen reproduced was 
found, were obtained without a variety of 
wild, strange, and often terrifying adventure. 
T> git in Mrs. Rowan’s boudoir and listen to 
her talk of these adventures while she 
@rank @ cup of tea that had been poured 
with just the proper number of lumps of 
suget and slices of lémon in it was to be 
ed with one of the sharpest contrasts 
you well could think of. And particularly 
ona night when the snow was driving and 
rattling against the windows and the street

tround, using it as. a pillow. And as it’s 
frightfully hot the odor——’’, and then a 
gesture of the hands leaves you to finish the

as if she hated to do it, ‘‘ the snakes are 
really bad in Queensland,” and tells that 
while attempting to make one study she 
pushed aside a “‘ tendril "' that was touching 


_ her cheek, only to find it was a snake hang- 


ing from a vine; and that at another time, 
when making a sketch in water colors of a 
two-foot snake that was ‘‘ as black as that ”’ 
—touching the velvet of her frock as she 
spoke—‘‘ the snake crawled out of the box 
in which it was confined up into her lap.”’ 

** Weren’t you frightened?’ asked the re- 
porter.’ 

**O, I don’t know,” she went on. ‘* You 
see, I just shook my frock every few mo- 
ments as he lay in my lap ’’—and she illus- 
trated just how she did it—‘* and that kept 
him quiet until I had ths sketch finished.”’ 

Like all brave people who do big things, 
Mrs. Rowan looks upon most of her adven- 
tures as of not nearly as much consequence 
as the fact that the waiter only put one 
slice of lemon in her cup of tea when she 
told him to put two. And the recollection 
of the moment when, upon reaching for a 
‘branch of berries on a tree over her head,a 
slight movement in the grass at her feet 
revealed to her that a boa constrictor 
lying coiled up about a tussock of grass was 
not nearly so poignant with terror as her 
contemplations over the terrors of a pros- 
pective trip to Brooklyn. 

‘What happened to the boa constrictor?’ 

* Why, my companion and I killed him 
with a log,’’ Mrs. Rowan explained. ‘‘ He 
was twelve feet long, we found, when we 
measured him afterward.”’ 


One on Herself. 

Mrs. Rowan is not above telling a 'story— 
not even a snake story—on herself, and she 
declares that one of the things a friend in 
Mackey, Queensland, always holds against 
her is the time she discovered a large and 
deadly brown snake coiled up at the foot of 
a tree, and when upon running back to the 
house and asking her host to bring his gun 
and kill it, they found the spot where the 
snake had been occupied by a tiny gray liz- 
ard.

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T is hard to be old and lonely, harder still 


to be old, and lonely, an@ homeless. 


Hardest of all it must be, under these 

trying conditions, to be separated from 

the life companion who has hitherto 
shared all life’s experiences, joyous or s6r- 
rowful. This is the trial, however, which 
confronts such of Chicago's old couples— 
and there are many—as become homeless or 
dependent in their old age. Of old people’s 
homes and shelters Chicago has plenty; the 
city is well supplied with good and admira- 
ble institutions of this order. But when 
the lonely, discouraged old people enter 
these homes and shelters they must consent 
to @ separate order of existence, save in rare 
cases. . 
“ Yea, I suppose it is a little hard on some 
of the old people.” says Superintendent 
Lange of the Cook County Poorhouse, “ but 


the separation is inevitable. We find it ab-- 


Bolutely impossible to manage otherwise 
than by keeping the sexes apart.” 

Which is all and reasénable, doubt- 
less, and yet-—- 

Some Chicago charity workers tell a pa- 
thetic story in this connection. An aged 
man and woman, a man and woman who 
haa lived in Chicago ever since the earliest 
Gays of Chicago's existence, who had reared 
& large number of sons and daughters only 
t outlive them all, wha had amassed a 
latge fortune only to see it slip away, inev- 
itably, when the money-earning days of the 
hemand and father were long over, were 
lat Winter confronted by the alternative 
of slow starvetion in privageapartments— 
if plein English, a tenement attic—or with

Sewealthier friend. The cold weather was 


trying; the aged frames cried out for com- 
fort and sufficient sustenance. But, once 


inside the charitable haven, they must be 


separated, inevitably, save at set times and 
occasions. . 


Couldn’t Live Apart. 


“We couldn't live without each other,” 
the aged man and woman decided. ‘“‘ We 
will manage as best we can together for a 
little while longer.”’ 

It was only a “ little while ”’ in all verity. 
The two long-time lovers, who had been mar- 
ried lovers over fifty years and hand found it 
but a short period, entered the Great Silence, 
which represented their only hope of remain- 
ing together when the few dollars on hand 
were exhausted within a few weeks. But 
they lived out their lives together, and, 
doubtless, were happier with want, pover- 
ty, destitution,«and each other for company 
than they would have been warmly fed, 


housed, and clad in separate halves of the 


most admirable institution that ever knew 
existence. 

There has been some talk recently among 
philanthropic thinkers and workers of Chi- 
cago of agitating a movement for a Chicago 
home for aged couples. 

“It would be filled in short order,”’ says 
Superintendent Lange of the poorhouse. 

“There is great need for such an institu- 
tions,”’ says Ernest Bicknell of the Bureau 
of Associated Charities. ‘‘We are often 
confronted by such a need. There is posi- 
tively no place in Chicago, so far as we know, 
where aged men and women can be sent to- 
gether. Some degree of association is al- 
lowed them in several institutions, although 
these are not many. But to the man and 
woman who have spent a lifetime in com- 
pany even a partial separation comes hard.’’

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‘GREAT distributing yard where all 
the freight cars entering Chicago can 
be classified for their outgoing jqur- 
neys and which will serve the same 
purpose in the world of traffic that 
the clearing-housre does in the world of 
Gnance, is the latest innovation in railroad 

ieircles in the West. 

A system has been perfected by A. W. 
@wanitz of the Chicago Union Transfer rail- 
way company whereby the difficulties of the 
present plan of transferring freight cars 
from one road to another have been over- 
come by centralizing the work in one im- 
mense clearing yard. Under this arrange- 
mént, it is claimed, 8,000 cars can 
ewitched and handled in a single day, and 
this is an important factor to the headsof 
raflroad companies, who have been brought 
to realize the time consumed and delays re- 

. eulting from the classification and starting 

. of outgoing freight. 

Ten thousand cars of freight are handted 
in ‘Chicago every day, and of this number 
60 per cent are loaded with through freight 

‘ or have entered the city on one railroad and 

* must be transferred to another. Most of 
these 6.000 cars must be hauled over fifteen 
miles of track in order to properly distribute 
them, and this in most instances causes @ 
slelay of a whole day in making the transfer, 
The present system of breaking up trains 
and sorting cars is at best slow and unsatis- 
factory, and it often happens that a through 
ear reaching the yard shortly after the com- 
many’s transfer train has left is held several 
hours before it can be started out for the 
other road. 

Twenty-seven Different Yards. 

. There are twenty trunk lines entering 

“Chicago, and the vastness of a system of 

“gwitching and classifying cars that could 
handle the business of all of them can easily 
appreciated. At present it is done by 

@ various belt lines that are compelled to 
iperate a total of twenty-seven different 

yards, which are from a tenth of a mile to 
sixteen miles apart. 

The new system contemplates the doing 
away with all these delays and inconven- 
ferices. The clearing yard is located west of 

the city on a line with Sixty-seventh street. 

It. connects with the Chicago and West Indi- 
ana railroad on the east and with the Chi- 
eago Terminal Transfer railroad and the 
Chicago Junction railway on the west. The 
yards occupy a rectangular piece of ground 

AIO feet in width and 13,000 feet in length. 

The general arrangement of the yard, as de- 

“scribed in the Scientific American, is as fol- 

“tows: 

Extending along the whole length of the 
north and south boundaries there are three 
ughfare with double track 
“¥" connections at each end to the belt 

liftes. Bisecting the yard on an east and 

west line is a central through track known 
aa track No. 25."’ In the plan showing the 
general arrangement it will be seen that 
there are two sets of classification tracks, 
known as the “ classification yards.”” The

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they extend the full width between the thor- 
oughfare tracks. Midway between the two 
classification yards is an artificially con- 
structed gravity mound, and on each side 
of it and parallel with it on the level plain 
are sets of recelving tracks which are from 
1,600 to 3,200: feet in length. The gravity

mound has:-an elevation at its summit of. 


21% feet above the general level of the yard. 
For a short distance each side of the sum- 
mit there is a grade of 1%per cent and then 
for a distance of 1,800 feet a grade of 0.9 
per cent which finishes and a grade of 0.5 
per cent for a distance of 300 feet further, 
the foot of the gravity mound tracks being 
several hundred feet beyond the apex of the 
classification yards. 
| Classifying the Freight. 
Running diagonally across the classifica- 
tion yards there are double ladders, and east 
and west of the classification tracks there 
are parallel overflow tracks which extend 
parallel with the classification ladders at the 
outer end of the classification yards. Paral- 
lel with the double ladder, at the inner ends 
of the classification tracks,, are two tracks, 
the one next to the ladder being a “ poling ’’ 
and the outer one a “ drilling’’ track. The 


double ladders, which connect by switches 
with each track in the classification yard, 
converge at a three-throw switch into the 
central track No. 25, alreaGy mentioned, 
which extends through the center of the 
whole yard. Consequently there extend over 
the summit of the gravity mound five paral- 
lel tracks with leader tracks and crossovers. 

The object of the gravity mound is to al- 
low the transfer of the cars to the various 
classification tracks to be accomplished by 
gravity and save a great amount of engine 


‘mileage which would be necessary if the 


cars had to be pushed on to the various 
tracks by switching engines. The method of 
operation is as follows: A train coming in 
at either end of the yard will be runinto one 
of the receiving tracks, where the engine will 
be uncoupled and will take back a madeup 
train from one of the classification tracks, 
taking it out by means of the outer ladders 
of the classification tracks. One of the clear- 
ing yard switching” engines wil} then couple 
on to the train, back up and push it over one 
of the drilling tracks, which we have men- 
tioned above as lying alongside the classi- 
fication laddex. The drilling tracks and the 
whole V point of the classification yard are

on the grade of the gravity mound. 

As the train is pushed up the summit the 
couplers are disconnected at the proper 
places in the train, and as the cars go over 
on to the down-grade on the other side of the 
summit they separate the train and run 
down on the central tragék No. 25 to the three- 
throw switch at the apex of the classification 
ladder. Here they ‘are switched to either 
side of the double ladder and finaily into the 
desired track of the. classification yard. 
Switching can be carried on simultaneously 
in both directions; that is, into both classifi- 
cation yards. The object of the “ polling ’’ 
track between each classification ladder and 


the drilling track is to allow an engine to as- 


sist the cars when a heavy wind is blowing 
against the grade or when there is snow upon 
the tracks. 

The brakemen who ride on the cars down 


the gravity tracks are brought back by a 


light engine and car, which run to and fro 
either on the center track or on one or both 
of the tracks at the side of the classification 
tracks. The motive power of the yard will 
consist at first of six engines, four of them 
consolidations, weighing 185,000 pounds, and 
two of tliém six-wheeled switching engines,

PARIS REVELS IN 
BIZARRE CRIMES. 


“Weird, Sensational, and Unique Mur- 


‘ ders of Frequent Occurrence 


‘Nowadays. 


OR the picturesque and the sensational 
in crime there is no country that can 
begin to match France. Scarcely a 
week that the newspapers do 
not print the-details of a murder that 

reads like a bit of Gaboriau fiction, or the 
fantastic dreams of Edgar Allen Poe. Such 
theatrical attributes seem to belong natural- 
#y to the French character, which loves odd, 
4weird, or fanciful effects in everything. The 
word “bigarre’’ was created in the lan- 
guage to fit this national characteristic. 
Only last Tuesday a man employed in one 
of the government offices in Paris killed his 
wife in their suburban home under circum- 
stances of the most extreme cruelty. Then 
he went to his bedroom, and, preparatory to 
taking his own life, sat down and wrote a 


calm, psychological treatise on how it feels 


to be a murderer. 

In the Vilette quarter of the capital a 
young man two or three nights ago climbed 
to the second-story window of his own house 
{though he had the keys of the front door in 
his pocket), entered his own bedroom where 
his wife and child were sleeping, murdered 
them then and there, climbed out of the 
window and down to the ground again, and

WIEDDING ceremony by the Rev. H.

ty-two miles by ocean. I had had many nar- 
row escapes in traveling on this piece of wa- 
ter in small boats, which are the only ones 
to be got as a fule, and August being what 
is called in the tropics a ‘‘ hurricane month,” 
I was advised not te go. The couple, how- 
ever, were ready and waiting to be married; 
there was no resident minister of any kind 
there, and I did not like to disappoint them. 
True, they might have got “ civilly’ mar- 
ried at the Registrar's office, and waited for 
the religious ceremony to take place at my 
next regular visit, but the ‘people of the 
Turks and Caicos Islands have, as a rule, 
an unaccountable prejudice against this way 
out of the difficulty, though it is commonly 
resorted to in the Bahamas.

Bureau of Charities Has No Record 
of Sane Man Dying of | 
Hunger. | 


OR poverty and. starvation of the 
dramatic type no student of economics 
or of human types under stress of 
hunger to the point of digsolution need 
come to Chicago.

!* People may have starved to death in 
Chicago,” said Superintendent Bicknell of 
the Bureau of Associated Charities; ‘* but 
not in the five years’ existence of this bu- 
reau has a case of actual starvation come to 
its notice. We have found persons, dead 
and dying from disease, who, if they had not 
been weakened from lack of nourishment, 
might have fought off infection or contagion. 
In such cases, where extreme emaciation has 
resulted, it) would be difficult to say how 
much was gue to lack of nourishment and 
how much the tnroads of the disease.

UGUST JOHNSON, better known in 
many northern Illinois towns as 
Dido,” mysteriously disappeared 
from De Kalb, Ill, three weeks ago.

MORE INSANITY. 


Comparison of Five Years’ Records | 


at Dunning Institution Makes. 
This Clear. 


AUPERS are growing less in Cook 
z County, insane are becoming more nu- 
merous. 
This is the deduction drawn from a 
comparison of figures at the Dunning 
institutions with figures of five years ago 
this month. 

At present there are 1,470 inmates of the 
Dunning poorhouse and the consumptive 
hospital. Five years ago the number was 
1,950. The decrease in the number of charges 
at the county poor institutions is attributed 
to the more prosperous times. The figures 
refute the claims made that the number of 


dependants on public charity is growing | 


larger. At least the refutation is considered 
conclusive as far as Cook County is con- 
cerned. The comparison is the more gratify- 
ing whehf the increase in population in five 
years is taken into consideration. 

While, however, the showing is gratifying 


as far as the poor are concerned, the figures | 


for the insane asylum at Dunning are far 
from bright. ; 


Five years ago there were 1,300 inmates at | 


the insane asylum at Dunning. At present 
there are 1,586. At that, Superintendent 
Lange in the last five years has sent 270 in- 
sane persons from Dunning to the asylums 
at Kankakee and Watertown. Accordingly

8 tendent Lange, not posing as an 
authority on the subject, offers no theory to 
explain this increase. The County commis- 
sioners have given the subject much thought, 
but have no explanation to advance.

RANCE, fickle but remember- 
ing, and planning to celebrate 
the one hundredth anniver- 
Sary of the birth of Victor 
Hugo on Feb. 26 next, is call- 
ing attention of the world 
again to that chief figure in. 
French literature, sociology, 
and perhaps even history, in all the nine- 
teenth century. M. Waldeck-Rousseau and 
his colleagues in the French government 
have decided upon a national celebration of 
the anniversary, and of the event the Temps 


- is led to say only: 


“In spite of the reaction against the school 
which Victor Hugo led, in spite of a tendency 
to question his originality and his philosophic 
authority, he nevertheless remains, both by 
virtue of the amount of his product and by 
the brilliancy of his imagination and his un- 
rivaled control of the melodious capacity of 


words, the most imposing literary figure in 


France during the nineteenth century.” 
Whatever such a celebration may mean to 
France, with her “reaction against the 
school which Victor Hugo ied,” it is con- 
ceded that the worid’s literature will leave 
to her no provincial claim to proprietary in- 


terest in his work. Long ago he became a 


world figure in letters. Today it seems to be 
left to republican France to do honor to his 
memory only as a citizen, exiled and a wan- 
Gerer upon the face of the earth, that he 
might preach the truth of liberty to the dis- 
tressed land of his nativity. 

Hugo, the man and citizen, is the most 
that such an anniversary can bring into re-, 
lief, The track of this man and citizen across 
the history of France is indelible; it is as 
ineéffaceabie as are the scars of war and pag- 
eantry against which spoliations the master 
stood, undaunted even by exile. 

He came of the people. The poet’s grand- 
father was a master carpenter, who had 
married the daughter of a shoemaker. His 
father had enlisted in the French revolu- 
tionary army ae a private soldier and had 
risen to the title of Genera) under Joseph 
Bonaparte. And this father was General 
still when at Besancon, on Feb. 26, 1802, 
was born the son Victor, a mite of a puny 
babe, ** not longer than a knife,”” and so ugly 
and sd little like a human being that a 2- 
year-old brother stood back appalled, cry- 
ing, ‘‘ The beast, the beast!’’ 


Spent Boyhood Wandering. 
Such was the entrance into this world of 
Victor Hugo, who, eighty-three years after, 


was to make an exit that should grieve a 
world. For thirteen years after that birth 


’ the father was a wanderer wherever his 


fag was borne, in Corsica, Italy, Spain, and 
France, and the boy was in his train. 
“What fairy godmother,’ asks Parton, 
“could have devised a boyhood and youth 
better suited to store his mind full of the 
material of ‘ Hernani,’ ‘ Torquemada.,’ ‘ Les 
Miserables '—those recollections, sugges- 
tions, scenes, characters, which his mother 
Gid not see at all, of which his father re- 
tained little, which his brothers passed over 
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unobserved, but which this child alchem- 
ized into golden poetry and romantic fic- 
tion.”’ 

At 20 years old, influenced by his mother, 
Hugo was a royalist. At 7 years of age he 
had. seen the gloomy Napoleon and had been 
much impressed ‘‘to see antid all those 
pomps and splendors this sovereign man 
passing on, silent and grave, like a god of 
brongze.”’ Writing in his diary in 1816, the 
boy explained the royalist sentiments of his 
mother: 

“Our fathers see in Napoleon only the 
man who gave them epaulettes; our mothers 
see in. Bonaparte only the man whe took 
away their sons."' And while the boy talked 
with the ardor of the poet and the confidence 
of a boy for the royalists, the father was 
once moved to say: ‘‘ We must let fime do 
its work, The child is of the mother’s opin- 
ion; the man will be of the father’s.”’ 

_“The prediction,’’ wrote Hugo, “ left me 
thoughtful,’ and perhaps it was in that 
hour that the republican, liberal, philan- 
thropic Hugo began to be. But it was 1830 
before he could write in his diary: ‘‘ My 
ancient reyalist-Catholic creed of 1820 has 
crumbled away piece by piece in ten years 
before age and experience. It is nothing 
now but a religious and poetic ruin. 
toward it sometimes to it with 
respect, but I go there no,more to pray.” 

This was the young poet and dramatist 
who was beginning to disconcert France. 
This was the litterateur who was elected to 
the Academy in 1841 only after three re- 
jections. In 1848 nominated to represent 
Paris in the Constituent, already a peer, and 


later a representative in the Legislative As- 


sembly, he was hurried from Paris and from 
France on the night of Dec. 2, 1851, an exile. 
Brussels refused to receive him. From there 
he went to the Isle of Jersey, only to be ex- 
pelled, and finally to take up a long exile in 
Guernsey, in sight of the long, biue line of 
the Freneh coast toward which he looked 
many a day from his little eyrie of Haute- 
ville House. 


Story of ‘‘Les Miserables.”’ 

Here, in exile, was written ‘‘ Les Misera- 
bles,’’ among others—the one book that alone 
would bring to mortal an undying fame. 
Why? No better answer, perhaps, has been 
given than that made in Blackwood’s Maga- 
zine nearly forty years ago: 

‘““We receive, and, indeed, are compelled 
to receive, such a writer on his 6wn condi- 
tions. It is useless to apply am abstract 
standard to him; and the reader, though he 
may make a wry face, becomes docile ere 
long and swallows page upon page about the 
Paris sewers or any other delectable topic 
which may come in Mr. Hugo’s way, with a 
meek and admirable submissiveness. 

** There are things more objectionable even 
than the grands egouts which have to be 
swallowed in their turn. We may not ap- 
prove of the taste. which makes a hero of a 
galley slave or a kind of miserable heroine 
out of the ‘unfortunate’ Fantine. It seems 
an unnecessary extreme to rush to, and it 
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offends, though it is hard to say why, our 
moral sentiments and delicacy of thought. 
But the fact is, and must be acknowledged at 
the outset, that M. Hugo is not restrained 
by the bonds of a scrupulous propriety, and 
is not thinking of what is delicate. Accord- 
ing to his own conception of what he has in 
hand, it is something infinitely more impor- 
tant than good taste; ‘and there seems no rea- 
son to conclude that he does not perfectiy 
know what he is about. 

“We cannot dictate to him the manner in 
which he is to evolve his views; what we 
have to do is to accept or reject them under 
the form which is natural to the mind of the 
author. Still more absurd is it to turn from 
these .remarkable books with that com- 
monest and most futile of all objections, that 
they are French. Of course, ey are 
French. Instead of being a reproach to 
them, it is their great glory. The words 


which the English journalist pronounces as 


a sentence of doom are, in fact. the highest 
compliment that can be paid Mr. Hugo. 
His works could not have been produced by 
an Englishman; many of his sentiments ut- 
tered by English lips would have been simply 
monstrous; but he does not pretend nor at- 
tempt to regard the world from an English 
point of view. His ideas, feelings, and con- 
victions are all colored by his nationality. 
He thinks as his countrymen think, sets 
forth their ideals, prefers their way of look- 
ing at everything, and not_ours. 

-“ Thus he does us far better service than 
if he were a thousand times English. For 
he reveals to us a mind differing from ours 


in all that is secondary; identital with our 


own in most things that are primitive and 
essential—which is one of the highest of- 
fices of literature.”’ 

Of that life on the Isle of Guernsey, from 


which the man looked to the calm, gray line 
of France, low on the horizon, and where 
were both his heart and his dead child, we 
have a pretty glimpse in one of his chari- 
ties. 


His Life in Exile. 

He had found disease and suffering there. 
His wife. had gone out into highways and 
hedges to ease them. Hugo himself planned 
to give meat dinners twice a week to the 
poorest of the children, and for nearly ten 
years he did this charity, making a Christ- 
mas dinner of it annually. Here is apicture 
of one of those holiday feasts: 

“It is 4 o’clock on a winter’s afternoon 
somewhere near Christmas time. The long 
dining-room in the salle A manger is piled 
with cakes, mince pies, and oranges, and 
surrounded by about twenty little children 
varying in ages from perhaps 7 to 12 years, 
who, having eaten a grand Christmas din- 
ner of roast beef and plum pudding in true 
English fashion, are now awaiting, round- 
eyed and solemn, for a grand postscript to 
the feast in the shape of ‘ le dessert.’ 

“They rise demurely and bob little cour- 
tesies as the door opens and aparty of ladies 
and gentlemen enters, headed by the master 
of the house, a man of middle stature, with 
robust and well-knit form, slightly stoop- 
ing shoulders, as beseems a student, hair and 
beard alike whitening with age and thought, 
a noble forehead, and kindly eyes glancing 
under bushy brows. He returns their salu- 
tations with easy, courtly grace, moving 
slowly across the room, then, standing with 
his back against the. fireplace, some one 
brings him a glass of wine. Raising it, he 
speaks a few gracious, simple words to the 
children, wishing them happiness and health

“But the curiosity of the abode is the 


study. From floor to ceiling it is one mass

' door to the window. Victor Hugo’s corre- 


spondence is enormous and is continually in- 
creasing. He receives letters from all sorts 
of people on all sorts of subjects—ietters of 
homage and letters of abuse, requests for 
autographs and demands for money, verses 
sent by youthful poets with prayers for his 
advice, and the wails of the oppressed, who 
look to him as their sworn champion. Sel- 
dom does Victor Hugo refuse to answer, 
though his responses are necessarily brief. 
And among these papers must be cited the 
vast mass of Victor Hugo's unpublished 
works. . . In January, 1876, he re- 
marked to a friend: ‘ Were I to begin giving 
to the world my unpublished and completed 
works, I could issue a new volume monthly 

Of all this work he once said toa friend: 
“IT have preserved everything that I have 
written; posterity may destroy what it 
pleases and keep what it pleases.”’ 

In this house, so littered with books, pa- 
pers, and manuscripts and so lacking in the 
individuality that so many visitors expected 
of the home of such a man, a writer of the 
time paid tribute to the delightfulness of the 
man’s receptions. 

‘Victor Hugo’s receptions are delight- 
fully simple. and informal,’’ he wrote. “‘ He 
is at home one evening a week, when his 
friends and admirers gather around him. 
No change of toilet is mecessary; the ladies 
appear in walking costume, the gentlemen 
in frock coats. ‘The Master,’ as his inti- 
mate friends and disciples love to call htm, 


avoids all airs and posings with the sim- - 


plicity of true genius. He does not plant him-

Jack Frost’s methods can be studied only 
from his results, from the chef d’ceuvres 
themselves, which, in certain respects, are 
about as hopeless as studying out the mech- 
anism of a sewing machine by inspecting 
the cut and the stitching of a ready-made 
garment. And certain interesting phases 
of his processes must remain in unpene- 
trated darkness at the present stage of 
science. M.Marsillon does not pretend to come 
with the assurance of demonsirated facts 
in the report he makes of his work, but he, 


nevertheless, has attacked two leading prob- . 


lems concerning Jack Frost's incomprehen- 
sible phenomena with some success. 

These are, first, how the frosty crystals 
are deposited on the glass, and secondly, 
why are they so diverse that pictures are 
formed by the irregularities of deposit? 
With respect to the first question he has 
two theories. In the first one he offered 
this explanation »f the appearance of the 
frost: He said that it was probable that 
every droplet of water, If produced by con- 
densation of vapor below the freezing point, 
is necessarily in a state of superfusion.

Denies New Theory. 

But aside from the fact that this leaves 
the various designs unexplained, he found 
some objections to this theory because it 
seemed untrue that when vapor of water in 
the air becomes ice and is deposited it al- 
ways passes~through the liquid state.

The mist is solidified in 
a superfusion which is determined by con- 
tact with a solid body. This would explain 
the frost both on the branches of trees and 
also that on the window pane. Most 
physicists abound in explanations as to the 
deposition of the frost along the boughs of 
trees, but they are silent as to the causes 
which produce the appearance of the beau- 
tiful and delicate adornments of this same 
frost on the panes of our windows. The 
witchery of the lovely pictures apparently 
awes them; they don’t know what to make 
of Jack Frost's picturesque achievements.
